TT. Clay Pierce, chairman 
Board of Directors of the 
Pierce Oi] Co. and the most 
cratic of St. Louis rich men, is no 
longer an exile from Missouri. From 
now until Sept. 10 he will be free to 
come and go as he pleases without 
being pestered by process servers. 

If he chooses to spend the summer 
in St. Louis he may do so. 
General Hadley will be far away in 
the West on his vacation. A _ truce 
has been declared in the proceedings 
of the State of Missouri to oust the 
great corporation of which Pierce is 
the head. 

For eight months this man of 
Wealth has chosen to be _ buffeted 
about on land and sea, to spend much 
of his time on his special car, on his 
pleasure yacht or in his $125 a day 
suite of rooms at the Waldorf-Astoria 
rather than appear as a witness at 
the oil hearing instituted by the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri and conduct- 
ed by Attorney-General Hadley. 

Twice he has been brought to bay, 
but all the machinery of a great state 
has not been able to wring from him 
the story of tha connection of his 
concern with the Standard Oil Co. 


Little Information Gained. 


The net result of his one appear- 
ance before United States Commis- 
sioner Anthony at the Southern Hotel 
is that the State of Missouri knows 
what it knew before—that his name 
is H. Clay Pierce, that his home is at 
40 Vandeventer place, St. Louis, and 
that he is the highest official of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 

When he told that much he was seized 
with “laryngitis plus tonsilitis,” after 
which, according to his physician, he 
was unable to speak above a whisper 

For a time last January the eyes of the 
entire country were on Mr. Pierce be- 
cause of the unusual and persistent ef- 
forts which were being made by Attar- 
ney-General Hadley to have him served 
with a subpena in New York. 

H. H. Rogers, John D. Archbold and 
other oi] magnates were run down and 
forced to appear at the hearings and 
give their testimony, but this St. Louis- 
an proved himself an “artful dodger.” 
He freely used his money and his wits 
in one of the most spectacular games 
of hide-and-seek on record. 

He had to match his ingenuity against 
that of Max Palmedo, famed as a hunt- 
er of men. Fearlessly Palmedo invaded 
Pierce’s suite of eight rooms at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. Stealthily he stalked 
his prey through the soft-carpeted cor- 

_Yridors. 

Tirelessly he waited and watched unt!l 
his prey was almost in his grasp. One 
day he walked right into one of the

Would the manager please have one of 
his gendarmes remove the body of Citi- 
zen Palmedo? 

The house detective yanked the pro- 
cess-server away from the bathroom 
door and escorted him to the street. 

But process servers don’t mind a 
little thing like that. Palmedo walked 
around the block and went back to 
the hotel.

As the door slammed Palmedo, 
standing stupefied in the hall, heard 
the shrill scream of a woman. Ad- 
vancing quickly to the door he saw 
Mr. Pierce gtanding in the middle of 
the room warding off blows aimed at 
him by a chambermaid who was try- 
ing to belabor the oil] magnate’s head 
with a feather duster. 

Palmedo was just about to advance 
and thrust the subpena into Pierce's 
upraised hand when he was grabbed 
by the collar from behind. 

A hoarse voice whispered in his ear:

Mr. Pierce is my guest and I 
advise you to go away.” 

Gates entered the room and lockeg 
the door, The chambermaid who had 
mistaken Plerce for an intruder left 
the room a moment later.

Two days later the statement was 
given out that Mr. Bierce was no 
longer at the Waldorf-Astoria.

finished the New York hearing agreed 
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to call off the process server Jan. 13 
last. The next day Mr. Pierce bobbed 
up again at his Waldorf-Astorig 
apartments. 

Through his attorneys. he agreed to 
waive service and appear at the hear- 
ing in St. Louis not later than March 1. 

When that date arrived he asked that 
he be not required to testify at that 
time, as it would be “very inconven- 








ient’”’ for him to do so. A later date

was fixed, but the day before Pierce 
was to have testified he went to New 
York “on urgent business.’’ 

March 15 was agreed upon as the 
daté wher he would testify. When the 
time arrived Pierce asked for a contin- 
uance because Charles Nagel, one of his 
attorneys, was iil. : 

On March 19 Pierce made his only ap- 
pearance at the inquiry. After giving 
his name and address and business he 
promised to return and continue his 
testimony the next morning. , 

But he didn’t. His physician report- 
ed that he was too ill to appear. Though 
his condition was such that he . was 
unable to leave the house, he planned 
to go to New York the following night 
and only abandoned the trip when the 
Attorney-General learned of his inten- 
tion. 





Pierce sidestepped again on June 11, 
the date next set for him to testify. He 


was in New York and his attorneys 
said that be could’ not appear because 
of the illness of his chief counsel, Judge 
H. 8S. Priest. ; 


June 16 (last Friday). When Commis- 
sioner “Ahthony called the hearing 
Pierce was: still in New York. His at- 
torneys said they had advised: him not 
to.come to St. Louis because». Judge 
Priest is-too ill to represent him at the 
inquiry. 

Though another truce -has been de- 
clared, it looks as though Pierce . will 
have to appear on Sept. 10. Under the 
order of the commissioner, if Pierce is 
absent on that day, all of the answers, 
demurrers.- and pleadings of his attor- 
neys will be stricken from the record 
and the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. will be 
ousted from the State of Missouri with- 
out’ further formality.

“The impression created upon the 
Public mind by such action tends to 
bring the courts and their processes 


into disrespect and to create the im- 
pression that a rich Man has greater 
privileges before the law than a poor 
man. 

‘The processes incident to the se- 
curing of the presence of a witness in 
a case are, however, imperfect. If a 
witness subpenaed to attend upon a 
civil or criminal case sees fit to eax 
the State, there is no procedure by. 
which he can be brought back. 


Laws Are Defective. 


‘However, these delays will not de- 
fer the final submission of this case 
to the Supreme Court for decision. 
The process to which I have now re- 
sorted, and to which probably I 
should have resorted in the first 
place, instead of relying upon the 
agreements that I fave relied upon, 
and the ordinary process of subpena, 
will, I am certain, secure the testi- 
mony of Pierce, so that the case can 
be submitted at the October term, the 
first term to which it could have been 


submitted had Plerce testified on 
March 7, the time originally agreed 
upon. 

“One of the lessons, however, that 
I have learned from this litigation, isa 
that the most effective remedy that 
the Stute can ivoke to deal with those 
men who seek to take money from 
the public through the operation of un- 
lawful combinations in. business, is 
the remedy of a criminal prosecution. 

“There should be a provision added 
to our anti-trust laws similar to those 
adopted by many other States and by 
the National Government, so thay 
those who form and operate combina- 
tions in restraint of trade could 's% 
prosecuted criminally and sent to jail, 
if convicted. The presence of the mery 
in charge of such combinations coul 
then be secured by a bond which 
would guarantee their appearance at 
every hearing.”

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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


No doubt the most important event of the week in 
the country at large was the vote of St. Louis for 
a municipal bridge across the Mississippi. It may 
turn out to be the most {mportant event of the 
year and of the decade. No one who understands 
it as part of the impulses showing themselves 
strongly in the country as a whole will confuse t 
with communism or socialism. Those who are con- 
trolled by American impulses are likely to resist 
with arms if necessary any attempt to use gov- 
ernment foree to control all private property and 
all private earnings under any plan which proposes 
to use government force for such a purpose. The re- 
sort to a municipal bridge was made as a means 
of defending private property and private earnings 
against what was felt as an unjust levy on them, 
It was not controlled by any impulse to make pri- 
vate property and private earnings “communal,” 
but protect them against a system of quasi-legalized 
control which levies on them without any con- 
trolling regard for property rights. Whether 
not this impulse was exactly defined as principle 
jin the mind of a majority of those who voted for 
the municipal bridge, it was certainly the impulse 
which decided the result in this case, as it will final- 
ly in every similar case. It, is 60 characteristical- 
ly the American impulse that when it begins to 
operate fully, it is irresistible.

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The House Committee on Agriculture, in its sub- 
titute for the Senate plan of meat inspection, pro- 
poses an appropriation of $2,000,0000 a year from 
the Treasury, with the use of a government label, 
whose presence on “preserved” or storage meats of 
whatever date would be evidence of their purity 
and fitness for consumption. Nothing’ thus far pro- 
posed in Congress seems likely to diminish mate- 
tially the power of the Beef Trust to control the 
market on its own terms. Much more formidable 
and’ practical tham this congressional dallying was 
the action of juries in the United States Court at 
Kansas City under instructions from Judge McPher- 
son. Packers in the Meat Trust were convicted on 
June 12 of conspiracy through which they secured a 
discrimination of 12 cents on New York shipments, 
operating to prevent competition. On June 13, in 
the same court, the Burlington Railroad was con- 
victed on four counts of having conspired with the 
same members of the Meat Trust to maintain its 
monopoly by the. payment of secret rebates. With 

court proceedings against the Standard Oil Co. in 
Ohio, Attorney-General Hadley’s investigation of its 
methods was resumed in St. Louis. After the in- 
vestigation had gone over.as a result of skillful tac- 
tics on the part of the managers for the oil com- 
pany, interest in this phase of the subject was kept 
up by continuous reports from Europe of John D. 
Rockefeller’s more or less triumphant progress there 
as a typical American philanthropist, with “ethical 
views” worth cabling back for home consumption. 


At their meeting in Chicago on Tuesday the As- 
sociation of Western Packers of Canned Goods re- 
solved to ask Congress to compel the American 


. “Tin Can Trust” to coat the plate used in cans with 


a sufficient thickness of tin to prevent the food in- 
closed in the tin from being spoiled. The excuse 
for calling on Congress to interfere is first that when 
food is inclosed in such sham tins, it may en- 
danger public health by chemical reactions, liable 
to produce poisons. In the second place, Congress 
- Raving prohibited the purchase of tins from coun- 
tries not controlled by the “trust,” is expected to 
compel the trust to put a sufficient quantity of 
actual tin on its plates when it sells what pur- 
ports to be tin.

A BEAM IN ENGLAND’S EYE. 

English newspapers are extremely indignant be- 
cause of the exposure of the rottenness in the prep- 
aration of American meat products at_the Chicago 
packing houses. They have a right to be indignant, 
aiuough the American meat consumer is the greater 
sufferer from the evils exposed. 

But instead of wasting their energies in denuncia- 
tion of American honesty and fair dealing, the Lon- 
don newspapers ‘would do well to profit by the les- 
sons in the American exposure and start an investi- 
gation of conditions in the British isles. 

Our exposure was based on a -novel. 
London editors ever heard of a book called 
Abyss,” written by Jack London? It recites 
rors in regard to certain British institutions fuliy oz | 
black as those shown to exist in Packingtown. Mr. 
London spent several months in the London slums, 
mixing with paupers and getting admission to Work- 
houses in the Capital and elsewhere. ‘He tells how 
the very poor of England, depending for their lives 
on the so-called charity of the British rate payer, 
are fed with putrid meat and other refuse; how they 
are herded and persecuted, and how utterly hopeless 
is their lot. Nothing in the works of Charles Dick- 
ens is more damning to British pride than the: ex- 
posure of present day abuses by Mr. London in the 
cities and towns of England. 

There is an opportunity here for the new Labor 
members of Parliament to copy American public en- 
terprise and pluck the beam from England’s eye.

ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 

Commenting on the result of the Algeciras con- 
ference the National Review says of the Ger- 
man Emperor: 

“As the personification of Pan-Germanism, 
impulsive monarch menaces the liberties and inde- 
pendence of ‘other nations, and * the single 
hope of saving Kurope from the German and of pre- 
venting the establishment of a Prussian dictatorship 
stretching from Antwerp to Constantinople and 
from Kronstadt to Gibralter lies in the loyal co- 
operation of the concert - powers interested in 
maintaining the stdius quo.” 

Intemperately as that idea is expressed, it 1s 
yet not mere wanton prejudice or foolish fear. This 
one sentence states the English policy of 400 years,a 
policy which has not varied substantially with the 
change of ministries, but has been pursued consis- 
tently, with one or two discreditable reversals, since 
the fifteenth century. 

The island has been invaded and conquered four 
times—by the Romans, the Saxons, the Danes and 
the Normans. And in the last analysis every po- 
n {litical act must be brought to this test. Does it 
fortify the island against a repetition of that ca- 
tastrophe? ‘There are cross currents which often 
disturb this uniformity, temporary expedients and 
adventures which obscure the main idea. But the 
policy itself is never abandoned, and when necessity 
arises or is thought to arise, it is sharply empha- 
sized, as in the present attitude toward the Ger- 
man Empire. 

The line of action is simple and obvious. When 
the nations of the Continent are evenly bal- 
anced, England holds aloof, maintaining friendly 
but colorless relations with all. When the balance 
is disturb#d and one power grows too great, Eng- 
land draws closer to the others or forms alliances 
with them. Whenever action is required, it takes 
the form of co-operation with the weaker nation. 
England is always for the under dog. Wolsey 
shifted his alliances from France to Spain and back 
again, within less than a decade, During the first 
years of her reign, Elizabeth leaned to Spain and 
looked coldiy upon France, but when Spain was 
about to ruin the low countries and swallow France 
she turned about; the Spanish armada appeared in 
the channel and the destruction of Spanish sea 
power quickly followed. William Lil and Marlborough 
made war to save what is now Holland and Bel- 
gium from the maw of Louis XIV, for Kngland 
cannot afford to allow any continental power a 
long coast line with good harbors. It would be a 
menace to her Own contro! of the sea; that is her 
insular security, 

This latter consideration is especially important 
in our time. William has designs on Holland and 
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that country into the German Empire. Holland 
has good naval] facilities. Germans are discussing 
the possibility of a descent upon the English coast, 
for German séa power is growing. It is of this 
peril that the English are thinking, to say nothing 
of the menace to English colonies and trade from 
German cruisers. 

‘Whether Pan-Germanism is a menace to Europe. 
ihe 
poinf-is that the English people believe it is. ‘hey 
believe it mstinctively, by inheritance and tradition, 
as it Therefore, they come to a good under- 
standing with France, against which Power they 
shrieked loudly a few years ago, when Capt. 
Marchand meddied with their interests in Affica. 
They make advances to Russia and arrange a visit 
of courtesy to Russian ports. ‘Thev do-all that 
can be done to create a condition which can, at 
short notice, be crystallized into a league 
against a common danger. 

It is the law of self-preservation. working with 
absolute Selfishness, as it must where only self- 
interest is considered. Granting the selfishness, 
England’s policy is logically justifiable. And these 
outbursts of rage at any diplomatic flourish of the 
German Emperor are but the hot popular side of 4 
policy cold, calculating and inevitable.

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“DISSOCIATION OF MIND.” 

Whav seems a remarkable coincidence develops 
fn connection with the publication by Mrs. Reg- 
inald De Koven of an attack on the late Augustus 
C. Buel as a forger and systematic liar. 

Buel’s life of Paul Jones was published and ac- 
cepted by certain professional critics as authori- 
tative and final. The same critics now accept as 
equally authoritative Mrs. De Koven’s statements 
that he forged letters’ from Washington, Franklin 
and Jones himself, and “quoted freely from diaries, 
letters and books which were never written.” 

Commenting on this, the Chicago Tribune says: 
“It is not a pleasant thing to make charges against 
the integrity of a man after his death, and it is 
certain that Mrs. De Koven would not have done 
so without full knowledge of her subject.” 

Taking it for granted that the forgeries and lies 
alleged to characterize the work of Buel are typical 
of certain conditions of the mind, it is necessary 
in the same connection to point out that “full 
knowledge” in such a case is virtually impossible. It 
it is alleged that Buel forged 10 letters the orig- 
inals of which are all unknown to the persons mak- 
ing the charge, a more searching investigation may 
show that one of the 10 was really written by its 
alleged author. In the case of Washington and 
Franklin it is easily imaginable that perhaps five 
out of the 10 letters unknown to any person who 
claims to know all the letters they have written, 
might be in existence without that person’s knowl- 
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A @iggestion of this kind has no significance in 


. ais case except as it calls to mind the nature ot 


jg=idence. The question of the state of Buel’s mind 
De Koven’s mind is at issue and it 
-eannot be decided “off-hand.” It must be left 
where it was found, as far as the facts are con- 
cerned. 

Suppose, however, such a case as this, with the 
names suppressed, had been submitted to some noted 
authority on diseases of the mind, to Dr. Hugo 
Muensterberg of Harvard University, for instance? 
Suppose, after study the case, he had written: “! 
have studied mental abnormalities and especially 
the borderland cases for 20 years. It is an inter- 
esting and yet rather clear case of dissociation and 
auto-suggestion. It would need probably careful 
treatment to build up the dissociated mind again 
and awake a clear memory of real experience.” 

As a coincidence, this opinion, almost in this exact 
language, from Dr. Muensterberg was actually pub- 
lished in the same issue of the Chicago Tribune in 
which the Buel-De Koven case was dealt with. Ihe 
Harvard expert was not dealing with that case, but 
with the case of a Chicago criminal who is in danger 
of being hanged because of his own confession of 
a crime it is now attempted to show he could not 
have committed. The argument in the hypothetical 
ease is that his mind is now so “dissociated” from 
realities that he is liable at any time to “hypno- 
tize himself by auto-suggestion” and construct ftic- 
titious stories of what seem to him real events, re- 
gardless of the danger to his own reputation or even 
to his: own life. 

The question of how far this “dissociation” is 
extending itself in American literature, American 
politics and American business life is not only 
deeply interesting but deeply important. 

Nothing is more difficult than an accurately com- 
prehensive statement of a series of facts.. It is 
the reward of a lifetime of earnest effort to become 
able at last to fit words aptly to things. On the 
ability to do this, on the earnest desire to do it, 
mind itself depends. But nothing is easier than to 
“dissociate” words from things, from fact, from re- 
alities. It is as easy at the beginning 4s lying. It 
appears from the theory of Dr. Muensterberg that 
in the end those who yield to. the habit of “dissocia- 
tion” cannot tell the truth, not even when their 
own lives depend on the truth.

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Light—‘‘Pouring’’ H ouses Instead 
PICTURES BY TELEGRAPH. 


Picture telegrams have been wired from Nurem- 
burg to Munich, 100 miles away, and apparently 
could have been sent tén times that distance with 
equal ease. In Prof. Korn's apparatus the sketch 
or photograph must be translucent, and is attached 
to a cylinder of glass mounted on an axis by which 
it is slowly rotated, moving at the same time from 
right to left—in fact, moving much as the wax cyl- 
inder in the phonograph does. A beam of light is 
directed on the cylinder and, passing through it, 
modified by the image on that particular part of the 
sketch, falls upon a selenium cell within the cylinder. 
This cel! forms part of an electric circuit. The re- 
sistance of a selenium cell varies according to the 
light falling upon it, and in this way the current flow- 
ing in the circuit of which the line forms a part is 
modified. The receiving apparatus consists of a sim- 
flar cylinder revolving synchronously with the first 
with photographic paper fastened outside it, and with 
a Nernst electric lamp occupying the place of the 
selenium cell. The light of the lamp fluctuates in 
unison with the light falling on the selenium, and so 
affects the paper and reproduces on It the image on | 
the first cylinder. 


MOTOR CAR A POWER PLANT. 

The motor car of a Paris firm is designed to light 
the country residence of its owner or do other work 
in its hours of rest from travel. The car is immov- 
ably braked on two fixed rails placed in the auto 
house, the detachable crank provided is removed 
from the two-cylinder gasoline motor, and by means 
of a shaft with two universal joints the motor: is 
connected with the dynamo or other machine to be 
driven. While this arrangement promises to be es- 
pecially useful for furnishing electric light away 
from the usual power stations, it may prove a great 
convenience for driving pumps, wood saws or other 
domestic apparatus. 
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PIKE’S PEAK’S GREAT SEARCHLIGHT. 
Pike’s Peak will be equipped with a 300,000-candle- 
power searchlight by the end of the week. The ma- 
chinery has arrived in Manitou, and has been tested 
by H. H, Buckwalter of Denver. In speaking of the 
searchlight, Mr. Buckwalter said: 

“This evening’s experiment with the light canhot 
be called a practical test, as the Cog station at Mani- 
tou is so hemmed in by mountains. Some time next 
week we intend to bring it to Colorado Springs, where 
it will be thoroughly tested. When it is placed on the

HOUSES MAY BE “POURED.” 

As the mud hovels and snow igloos of primitive 
man disappear and give place to the houses of wood 
and brick, and as these in turn have been succeeded 
by buildings of steel and stone, so it may be that the 
cities of the future will consist of concrete. Al- 


yready we have in our city, says the Brooklyn Eagle, 


several large shops of reinforced concrete—that is, of 
cement and broken stone, with steel rods carried 
through the beams—and the cheapness and celerity 
which are the advantage of this construction are sure 
to commend it to manufacturers, to railroad officials. 
and why not to home builders? In Upper Manhattan 
may be seen a castle-like residence, with a huge sta- 
ble, both of concrete and both soundly built, it would 
appear, while the new shops of the Edison company, 
in Orange, have been put up in’a surprisingly short 
time, considering the space they cover and the 
weight of machinery and material they must carry. 
The builder of the shops in Orange says that he 
believes the time is coming when he can put up homes 
in Brooklyn, or, rather, “pour” them, at the rate of 
one a day, the preliminary work of boxing having 
been done, of course, and they will ‘‘set’ In a week. 


GLASS KEEPS OUT HEAT. 

An Austrian inventor, Richard Szigmondy, is re- 
ported to have made a new kind of window glass 
whose chief peculiarity is that it prevents the pas- 
sage of nine-tenths of the heat of the sun’s rays. 

It is well known that ordinary window glass al- 
lows nearly all of the heat derived from the sun to 
pass through, but on the other hand. intercepts all 
heat coming from nonluminous sources. such as a 
stove, or the heated ground. This is the reason why 


{heat accumulates under the glass roof of a hothouse. 


If covered with Szigmondy’s glass a hothouse 
would, it is claimed, become a cold house, since the 
heat could not get into it One advantage set forth 
in favor of the new glass is that a house whose win- 
dows were furnished with it would remain delight- 
fully cool in summer. But in winter, perhaps, the 
situation would not be so agreeable.

THE DUMA—A REMARKABLE BODY. 
Extract from St. Petersburg Letter in Boston Transcript. 

The young women stenographers often take their 
typewriters and work tables out upon the grassy 
slope beneath the elms. The members, Ministers, 
visiting members of the’ Imperial Council, Ambassa- 
dors, correspondents and simple visitors mingle with- 
out restraint in the great lobby, a lofty hall 400 feet 
wide, with deep bays and tall windows. 

During the intervals the peasants gather in groups 
to discuss current questions, and no effort is made to 
secure a private corner. It is the most democratic 
Legislature in the world. Prince Peter Doglrukoff, 
one of the Vice-Presidents, is seated between two 
peasants. Every one took any seat that he had a 
fancy for, and no consistent party arrangement has 
been made. 

There is a Polish member who is dressed in light 
biue tights and a short Eton jacket and Hessian 
boots. He has curly hair and looks exactly like the 
hero of ‘‘Cavalleria Rusticana.”’ There is a Caucasian 
member who is dressed in a long white flannel coat 
~eaching to his knees, adorned with .an intricate 
pattern of dark crimson braid, and he also wears & 
long, soft brown sleeveless cloak hanging from his 
shoulders, bordered with vermilion stripes. The peas- 
ants, with a few exceptions, are between 2% and 50, 
and some of them appear almost boys. One notices 
a preponderance of professors, barristers and jour- 
nalists often combined in one person. 

A peasant from the Tauride has sent In his resig- 
nation and returned home. He explained privately 
that the deputies spoke a language he did not under- 
stand—that of the books with its many foreign and 
abstract terms—and that the continual babble gave 
him headaches.

The dean of the coupon-clipping corps 
is Willlam P. Sands, cashier of the Mu- 
tual Life. He has been with the com- 
pany for 44 years, and one of the first 
duties assigned to him was to clip cou- 
pons. He has been doing the work ever 
since, and has torn the little slips off 
more bonds than any ather living man. 
The five men who assist Mr. Sands are 
clerks in. the cashier's department. 

The ordinary way to clip a coupon 
is to take a pair of scissors and cut 
it off. That method was long ago dis- 
carded as too slow by the expert clip- 
pers in the Mutual Life. They employ 
a small, flat piece of steel, shaped like 
a carpenter’s Square. They push the 
square into place on the sheet of cou- 
pons and with one quick movement tear 
off the coupon, though the tear is at 
right angles. 

Mr. Sands works at the same method- 
ical] speed all day. His self-imposed 
task is $600,000 of bonds an hour. This 
means clipping 600 coupons from 600 
bonds. Some bonds pay interest quar- 
terly, or every three months, most of 
them semi-annually, July 1 and Jan. 1; 
a few annually. The average value of 
a coupon of a semi-annual bond is $45, 
most of the Mutual’s bonds paying 4% 
per cent interest.

RENT FOR FARW

Early Pennsylvania Leases 
Carry Romantic Ideas of 
Feudal England. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

READING, Pa:, June 16.—The public 
is generally conversant with the annual 
custom of paying ‘one red rose’ as 
ground rental in Eastern Pennsylvania 


churches to the descendants of those 
who gave the ground for the edifices; 
but it is not generally known that hun- 
dreds of owners of farms are under a 
similar obligation. 

“Red rose rent’’ is yearly paid every 
second Sunday in June in the Lutheran 
Church at Manheim, Lancaster County; 
in the Tulpehocken Reformed Church, 
about sixteen miles west of Reading, 
und in several edifices in Lebanon Coun- 
ty, while several congregations in Berks 
are entitled to observe the event, but 
do not. 

Roses paid on these occasions to rep- 
resentatives of families whose ancestors 
made such provisions are treasured as 
priceless heirlooms, and at Manheim 
they have come from many different 
States. 

It is known to few that over 160 years 
ago great tracts of farm land were sold 
around Reading with the same stipula- 
tion. It is estimated that at least 20,- 
000 acres of land in Berks are subject, 
because of u clause in the original 
deeds, to an annual ground rent of one 
red rose. 

Reeords in the Berks Courthouse 
show that many years before Baron Sti- 
gel provided for the payment of red 
rose rent by the church at Manheim, 
Casper Wistar sold land containing the 
same clause. 

Red rose rent is mentioned in conneéc- 
tion with land in Tulpehocken, Marion, 
Maxatawny, Oley and other townships. 
It dates back as early as 1738. 

The Tulpehocken Reformed Church is 
bullt on land that is subject to ‘‘one réd 
rose’ quit rent. The land was owned 
by Casper Wistar, brass button manu- 
facturer of Philadelphia. The red rose 
rent has been paid to the Philadelphia 
descendants of Casper Wistar for some 
years. The most notable observance 
was in 1902, when 30 prominent Phila- 
delphia Wistars attended the services 
and were paid 157 red roses in payment 
of arrears of rent. | 

John Page, described as ‘‘a gentle- 
man from London,” was another exten- 
sive real estate speculator of the early 
Colonial period. He planned to estab- 
lish a feudal barony aiong the Tulpe- 
hocken in 178. Every deed of land sold 
py him contained the red rose clause.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, June 16.—Leo- 
pold II, King of the Belgians and Sov- 
ereign of the Congo Free State, may 
well claim to be the most versatile of 
continental crowned heads. There was 
a time when this dictinction was popu- 
larly attributed to Emperor William, 
but the Kaiser must now “‘take a back 
seat.”’ 

The ‘Yankee of Monarchs,” as the 
Belgians have affectionately nicknamed 
their ruler, is, above all, a modern cap- 
tain of industry. His daring specula- 
tions fully entitle him to the sobriquet 
by which he is familiarly known to his 
subjects. His very versatility has a 
transatlantic flavor, for the laurels he 
has won in such varied fields of human 
activity as finance, diplomacy, litera- 
ture, art and sport appear more in the 
line of an American millionaire than of a 
foreign monarch. 


Latterly the King seems to have been 
intent on proving that he might have 
acquired repute as an architect had he 
been of humbler birth. He has succeed- 
ed in making Brussels one of the most 
beautiful, architecturally, of continental] 
capitals. 

An Eye for the Beautiful. 

What Baron Husmann did for Paris 
under the Second Empire, Leopold II 
has planned for Brussels. He has de- 
signed some of the most artistic public 
buildings recently erected in Brussels, 
such as the new national bank, the 
lovely Flemish Theater (a gem of its 
kind) and the new Royal Palace of 
Brussels. This palace, of the purest 
classic style, is now nearing completion 
and promises to be one of the most 
sumptuous and esthetic royal abodes on 
the continent. 

The plans for a new town hall in a 
Brussels suburb were submitted to him 
for approval. He carefully examined 
the drawings in every detail, as is his 
wont. To a superficial observer they 
seemed beyond criticism from the ar- 
tistic facade of the most approved 
Flemish Rennaissance style to the well- 
proportioned interior. After inspecting 
the plans he sent for the architect. 

‘*‘Monsieur,”’ said he, ‘‘your town hall 
promises to be a most artistic oe 
well worthy to figure among the archi- 
tectural masterpieces of Belgium. But 
there is a slight omission in your de- 
gign, and one from which, I fear, the 
town officials may have cause to suffer, 
in winter at least. You have forgotten 
the chimneys in hed plan.”’

MR. MURPHY’S DOG 
CLOGS WHEELS OF 
GREAT BRITAIN 


License Application Written in 
Irish Reaches Parliament 
Through Cabinet.

LONDON, June 16.—A common Irish 


dog of unspecified pedigree has almost 
distracted a Cabinet Minister, a Govern- 
ment department, a member of Parlia- 
ment, a petty session clerk and a po- 
liceman. So important has the obnox- 
ious beast dDecome that he was men- 
tioned in Parliament. 

The dog belongs to an Irishman of the 
name of Murphy. Murphy applied for a 
license for it in Irish. The clerk said 
he could not read it. Murphy left in 
anger. The police summoned Murphy 
for keeping an unlicensed dog. The 
summons was delivered on Good Fri- 
day, whicn is illegal, so a second one 
was made out. Murphy was fined 75 
cents. Constable Huggins sauntered in 
front of Murphy’s residence to keep ob- 
servation on the private life of the dog. 

Mr. Sheehan, the member for Mid- 
Cork, heard of the vicissitudes of Mur- 
phy’s dog. He put a printed notice on 
the parliamentary paper inquiring if the 
Chief Secretary had also heard of Mur- 
phy'’s dog.

ODESSA, June 16.—-The naval, mill- 

tary and civil authorities at Sebastopol 


are panic stricken at the discovery of 
a widespread plot to murder all the of- 
ficers in that city and to seize the ar- 
senal and the fleet. 

The recent bonyrb outrages were a part 
of the programme, which, owing to an 
apparent misunderstanding of the ar- 
rangemeénts by revolutionary § leaders; 
has partially miscarried. 

The situation is exceedingly grave, 
however. The rank and file of the troops 
are only partially reliable, while the 
Black Sea fleet is wholly disaffected. 

A battleship and a cruiser, sparsely 
manned by officers and civilians, are 
held with steam up. The remainder of 
the warships are at ancnor, with fires 
banked and gun locks removed. The 
crews have been confined to shore bar- 
racks, the Port Admiral being afraid to 
allow them to remain on oard.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 16.—United 
and immediate action to protect all na- 
tions from anarchists and to rid all 
governments of their attacks should be 
taken as the direct result of the recent 
bomb-throwing in Madrid, is the belief 
of Dr. Walter Kempster, who thinks the 
adoption Of some practical plan to root 
Out anarchy in the United States and in 
European countries is one of the most 
urgent needs of the present time. Dr. 
Kempster has given much thought to 
the subject and he has a plan which he 
believes would prove entirely practica- 
ble and effective. 

According to this plan, the Secretary 
of State of the United States should 
immediately demand the appointment 
of a commissioner to meet with com- 
missioners to be appointed by other na- 
tions, such as England, France and Ger- 
any. The co-operation of all nations 
whose safety is threatened by the pres- 
ence of anarchists should be asked, 
and at a meeting of the international 
commission steps should be taken for 
the purchase of an island to which all 
anarchists from all nations should be 
banished. This island, Dr. Kempster te- 
lieves, should be located in a healthy, 
pleasant location, with conditions favor- 
able to the support of human life. An 
international guard should’ be main- 
tained to see that the anarchists thus 
.banished do not escape, do not send

Suggested After McKinley’s Denth. 

The plan is substantially the same as 
the one which the Wisconsin command- 
ery of the Loyal Legion, at the sugges- 
tion of Dr. Kempster, recommended for 
adoption at the time of President Mc- 
Kinley’s assassination.

President Roosevelt Lends En- 
thusiastic Aid to Well Fi- 
nanced Enterprise.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 16.—With 
tue personal indorsement of the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the hearty 
approval of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, one of the most interest- 
ing moves ever mwiade by public-spirited 
men in the Southwest is soon to be 
started. 

It is for the transplanting of 30 spe- 
cies of African game animals to our 
preserves. Congress will be asked to set 
apart portions of the forest reserves as 
a perpetual United States @anctuary, 
and when this is done the importation 
will immediately commence.

Yankee Thrift Spoils Experiment. 
So tar as is known, this will be the 


first experiment of the sort ever tried 
on a large and governmentally indorsed 
scale~ in this country. Once upon a 
time enthusiastic Government officials 
brought over African camels and turned 
them loose in the desert. They grew, 
thrived and bore healthy young. They 
were in a fair way to become a per- 
manent asset of ‘‘the land that God for- 
got’”’ when an enterprising nutmeg 
Yankee from Connecticut appeared on 
the scene, rounded the whole herd up, 
and took them East with him. He made 
a profiitable sale to one ,of the big cir- 
cuses, and din’t lose one In the open. 


Both Hammond and Maj.* Burnham 
are thoroughly familiar with game con- 
ditions in South Africa, and have found 
localities identical with the mountain 
and desert places of our Southwest. 

Many of the species under considera- 
tion are remarkable for their endurance 
without water. Some varieties of ante- 
lope have been shot by Maj. Burnham 
fully 100 miles from a drinking place. 

Unless Government provision is made 
for the protection of these animals they 
will not be brought, as a few ruthless 
rifie bullets from wandering hunters 
would quickly dispose of the -parent 
stock. 

However, it seems unlikely that the 
Government will refuse its aid in the 
scheme, especially as it has not only 
made a reserve provision for Gardner 
Williams, but has placed $15,000 in cash 
at his disposal besides. 

The enthusiasm of Mr. Roosevelt also 
brightens the project. The President is 
an old-time friend of Maj. Burnham, 
and recently gave him a long audience 
in the White House in discussion of the 
subject. As the President is an ardent 
sportsman, knowing Southwest con- 
ditions thoroughly, he was more than 
pleased with the idea and promised to 
do all in his power to aid it. 

Money is not wanting for the complete 
consummation of the scheme. At pres- 
ent $50,000 awaits the word of the pro- 
jectors, and all or any part of it may 
be used in bringing the game to this 
country and establishing it upon a heal- 
thy footing. 

Not more than a thir dof the proposed 
30 species will be introduced at the start, 
other rarer varieties being brought in 
later, as fast as conditions warrant. 

For the high mountains is proposed 
the tropical chamois, a beautiful creat- 
ure, somewhat different from the Swiss 
chamois, but better adapted to Southern 
California climate. 

Then will come the bush-bok, an Afri- 
can animal the size of the black-tailed 
deer. The flesh of this creature is good 
to eat and itS hide makes leather of ex- 
taraordinary toughness, worth probably 
five times as much as ordinary leather. 
The Boers use it for the extreme ends, 
“crackers,’’ of their 
whips. 
Springbok for Prairies. 


For the open plains country the sqring- 
bok will be brought. There will be dif- 
ferent varieties for different altitudes, 
and as the species is very hardy, it is 
expected that there will be no trouble 
in preserving it. This is-the species for 
which Congress has appropriated the 
money to the Wichita reserve, and the 
first experiment will be tried there. The 
local promoters, however, will procure 
their animals direct from South Africa, 
working in conjunction with Gardner 
Williams. 

The mountain reed-bok will be import- 
ed for the foothills. It will stand a 
considerable amount of heat and is 
about the size of a deer. 

Another foothill creature will be the 
greater koodoo, a magnificent animal 
the size of the elk, weighing 400 to § 
pounds, with great spiral horns. Yet 
another is the great sable antelope, the 
size of the koodoo, black in color, with 
dainty white markings. 

On the deserts will go the gems-bok 
and also the grantai. The latter is an 
animal weighing about 150 pounds and Is 
capable of going great distances from 
water. 

In addition, severa] varieties of the 
@mall gazelle will be brought over.

OKLAHOMA AND INDIAN : 
TERRITORY will be united to 
form the forty-sixth State in the 
Union. When a constitution is 
adopted in State convention it 
must be ratified by the people, 
and thereafter the president 
will proclaim the admission to 
the Union of the State of Okla- 
homa. The new State will come 
im with representation in Con- 
gress of five Representatives 
and two Senators. The Capital 
will be at Guthrie until 1913, 
and thereafter at such place as 
shall be fixed by the Legisla- 
ture. 

ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO 
will elect delegates to a con- 
Stitutional convention Nov. 6. 
At the same time they will vote 
separately on the question of 
whether they desire to unite as 
the single State of Arizona. If 
there is a majority in each Ter- 
ritory for a united statehood, 
the delegates elected to the con- 
stitutional convention will as- 
semble, otherwise statehood 
will go over until another en- 
abling act is passed.

BIALYSTOK, via Warsaw, Russia, 
June 16.—Fully one hundred persons 
have been killed and over two hundred 
wounded are in the two hospitals of the 
city, as a result of anti-Semitic riots, 
which broke out here Thursday and are 
still in progress. 

Martial law has. been proclaimed, and 
many troops are arriving. 

The garrison here and soldiers from 
several neighboring places are in pos- 
session of the city, which !s on fire. 
Further fires are. continually breaking 
out. 

A few Jews, through high payments, 
have been allowed to escape.

In order to revengs the victims of the 
massacre, Jewish revolutionists hidden 
on the roofs of houses, behind fences 
and the draperies of windows, have 
fired all day with revolvers and rifles at 
the Government bulldings and workmen 
and peasants passing in the streets, and 
one band, ambushedin a factory, fired on 
the station and upproaching trains. 

Hundreds of dead bodies lie In the 
streets. Many shops were plundered 
and demoltshed, the crowd being as- 
sisted tn this latter work by the police 
and military. Well-to-do Jews fled to 
the rallway station to escape from 
Bialystok by train, but they were 
dragged out of the carriages by soldiers 
and murdered on the platform. The 
plundering and shooting still continues. 

The outrages at Bialystok. began with 
the discharge of a pistol by an “Agent 
Provocuteur.’’ This was the signal for 
a ‘‘progrom’’ (organized massacre), 
which continued until late at night, 
when it ended by reason of the exhaus- 
tion of the rioters.

She did not know that happiness 
and not death lay in the draught of 
poison which she took, but she knew 
it yesterday when she became the 
bride of her girlhood’s sweetheart, 
Charles Rogers.

Miss Jones first met Zang a month 
ago at the funeral of Eva La Pearl, 
who killed herself an hour after Zang 
had told her that ne would have noth- 
ing more to do with her.

He said it 
was immaterial whether he had used 
toward ‘her the profane language at- 
tributed to him in one of the deposi- 
tions. 

The testimony of Kate Bryant that he 
had endeavored to win her favor, he 
characterized ‘‘As base a fabrication as 
was ever put into language. 

Asked if he had done in the dining 
room, where the kissing incident is al- 
leged to have occurred, what his wife 
said he had done, exclaimed: **‘Abso- 
lutely I did not.” ‘

the house twice. He did not remember 
that he had teld his wife that he and 
Kate had kissed and made up, but. if 
he did, the rengark was made in levity. 
He described his home as “a seven- 
room house with pantry: ordinary but 
comfortable.

Rebuked by Judge. 


It was when he persisted in repeating 
that his wife had demanded of him 
that he reimburse her father for money 
expended upon the sick daughter of the 
couple that Judge Ryan rebuked him, 
telling him that as a lawyer he ought to 
be the last person to violate the rules 
of evidence in that way. 

Before he took the stand, Jones arose 
at one juncture and asked the privilege 
of making a statement. “I have been 
assailed for everything I hold dear in 
life,”” he exclaimed. Judge Ryan told 
him he could not speak from the counsel 
table. 

Katie Bryan was the last witness put 
on for the plaintiff. She is a mulatto 
woman, slightly above medium height, 
of rather attractive face and figure. She 
wore a white wrist and black skirt and 
a white hat, edged with red. 

She testified that on the night of Sept. 
9 she was occupying a couch in the din- 
ing room of the Jones hcme, Mr. Jones’ 
room adjoined, and she said he came to 
the door.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Another 
star was added to the Union today when, 
President Roosevelt signed the bill ad- 
mitting Oklahoma and the Indian Ter- 
ritory as one State. 

The measure also provides that Ari- 
zona and New Mexico may be admitted 
to statehood as the State of Arizona, 
provided the people of the territories 
voted in favor of admission on the 
terms submitted by Congress. 

The signing of the measure was made 
the occasion of an interesting ceremony. 
Senator Beveridge and Representative! 
Hamilton, chairmen of the Senate and 
House committees on territories, who 
have worked long and hard forthe meas- 


ure, were present, as also were Dele- 
gate McGuire of Oklahoma and a num- 
ber of residents of Oklahoma; delegates 
of New Mexico, Secretary Loeb and 
others. Just before the President signed 
the bill Ambassador Speck von Stern- 
berg of Germany was ushered into the 
office, and he, too, witnessed the cere- 
mony. 

The President used two pens in sign- 
ing the measure, writing his first name, 
‘‘Theodore’’ with a solid gold pen pre- 
sented by the people of Arizona, his 
family name ,‘‘Rvyosevelt,’’ with an 
eagle's quill taken from an American 
eagle in Oklahoma. 

After signing the bill, President 
Roosevelt congratulated Senator Bever- 
idge and Representative amilton on 
the completion of their long and ar- 
duous labors in connection with the 
measuye. He also expressed a hope 
that the people of Arizona and New 
Mexico would avail themselves of 
the opportunity to come into the Union 
as a State. 

From every viewpoint he_ said, he 
regarded this as _ the wise thing for 
them to do. as the opportunity might 
not come again in aé_e score of years. 
The President said that he has a 
personal interest in the admission of 
Arizona and New Mexico as many of 
the members of his’ regiment, the 
Rough Riders, resided in those terri- 
tories.

LONDON. June 16.—The report of Dr. 
Thomas, the medical officer of the 
borough of Stepney to the local gov- 
ernment board shows that his depart- 
ment during the last five years has de- 
stroyed over a ton of rotten, tinned 
foods daily at the Stepney wharves.

Table Manners Bad, So He Was 
Fed in Gangway and Ate 
Everything in Sight.

burg to this port, Feodor Machnow, the 
tallest giant in the world, was ordered 
from the steamship Pretoria t Ellis’ 
Island today for an examindtion*as to 
his sanity. 

Commissioner of Immigration Watcn- 
orm decided to detain the human sky- 
Scraper as the result of an anonymous 
letter received from New  Castle-on- 
Tyne, which said the man was not 
sound of mind and that he was being 
exhibited throughout the world fer the 
profit of others. Machnow was ih an 
ugly mood when he learned of thé de- 
Cision of the authorities and so, was 
Morris Gest, who went to Europe ®& ac- 


“T never had so much trouble fin all 
my life,” declared Gest. ‘‘Machflow. is 
the most obstinate man I eve met. 
When he reached the Pretoria at Ham- 
burg, he suddenly decided he did not 
‘Want. to come to America. The first 
day of the voyage the giant complained 
of illmess and said he ceuld not eat 
much breakfast. However, he thought 
a little fruit might aid his appetite, and 
after devastating the dining table of 


he succeeded in surrounding five pounds 
of fish, fourteen eggs, three loaves of 
bread and about a gallon of tea. 

“Difficulty of finding a_ sleepin 
lace for the giant was encountered, 

e was first placed in a double stew- 
ard’s bunk, but as this was not long 
enough, he was put on the floor. 

“The passengers complained about 
the man’s table manners, and after 
the first meal he was fed in a gang- 
way. He was not permitted to ha 
all he wanted to eat, but with Ris 
returning appetite two waiters” at- 
tended him at each meal until they 
got tired. 

“He was obstinate throu 
voyage and at times would 
until be felt like it.” 

In- addition to Mr. Hammerstein’s 
representative, Mr. Gest, the giant 
was accompanied by a private phy- 
sician, his manager and wife, a fairly 
good looking woman of 23 years, 
Machnow is 26 years of age and nine 
feet two and one-half inches tall. He 
is a Russian peasant, and wants to 
go back. The pair have two children, 
a boy of one and a girl of two. The 
boy is growing abnormally and also 
promises to be a giant. Mr. Ham- 
merstein has employed former Judge 
Dittenhofer to fight for the man’s 
release. 

Machnow is now nearly twite the 
height of his wife, who is a women 
of ordinary stature, and nearly three 
times as heavy. He is a farmer, na- 
tive of Wotebsk, in the Province of 
Kostiaki, and is tail and broad shoul- 
dered in proportion. He weights 365 
pounds. 

Machnow’s appearance does not 
bear out the statement that he is 
feeble minded.

“There were several reasons. In the 
first place, there were other banks to 
be examined, banks which had not been 
visited for nearly a year. The Salmon 
Bank was examined early in January. 
Out of respect to our predecessor, S. B. 
Cook, we did not desire to press the 
Salmon Bank matter.”’ 

He declared that the Salmon Bank 
went without examination for more 
than two years. It was not examined 
under Secretary of State Cook in 1903 
or 1904, although an inspector examined 
another Clinton bank Nov, ll, 1908, a 
month after the failure of George M. 
Casey, which heavily involved the Sal- 
mon Bank, 

Coming down to the failure of the 
bank, Mr. Cook testified as follows: 

“Barly in June, 1905, rumors. that 
the Salmon Bank was embarrassed came 
to our ears while Mr. Swanger and I 
were in St. Louls. We decided to inves- 
tigate and went to the Commonwealth 
Trust Co., which had some dealings 
with the Clinton Bank. 

There we met Vice-President McDon- 
ald, with whom we discussed,at length 
the affairs of the Salmon Bank. Both 
Mr. McDonald and I thought the bank 
might find a way to tide over its dif- 
ficulties. A day or two later I went to 
Clinton and ascertained some facts in 
reference to the bank’s condition. _ 

“After my return to Jefferson City, 
about June 4. I was visited by W. E. 
Owen, attorney of the bank, who re- 
quested that we defer our examination. 
His reason for this gequest was,)as he 
told me, that the bahk had betn ex- 
amined in January and to make another 
examination at that time might be apt 
to cause comment. in Clinton.

Makes Elaborate Preparations 
to Capture Men Who May Be 
Freddie Muth’s Captors, 





LITTLE BOY MISSING 





No Clew Apparent and the Po- 
lice Are Forced to Believe in 
the Organized Gang Theory,

PHILADELPHIA, June 16,—Interest 
in the abduction of Freddie Muth was 
intensified this afternoon, when it be- 
came known that the police and a pri- 
vate detective agency are in possession 
of information which indicates the ex- 
istence of an organized gang of kid- 
hapers, who have marked five or six 
wealthy Philadelphia families as victims 
of blackmail. 

Samuel Kuhn, a millionaire banker, 
admitted to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent that he is among the number. 
On June 4 he received a letter signed, 
“The Chester Trio,’’ demanding that 
$3000 be deposited under the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Bridge, over the Chester 
turnpike, and at failure to heed the 
demand would result in the abduction of 
his eldest son, Jack, 9 years old. 

Instead of being frightened, Mr. Kuhn 
became enraged, and, in the hope of 
capturing the kidnapers obeyed instruc- 
tions and placed a package containing 
10 $500 bills at the point indicated. 

He then employed private detectives 
and had the place watched. 

The local police were notified, and a 
guard was set, bufft the precautions 
were so elaborate that they defeated 
their own ‘purpose. An examination of 
the hiding place of the money was 
made at noon today, and the package 
was still there, intact. 

A special guard of private detectives 
has been employed to guard Jack Kuhn 
and the three other younger children. 
The excitement in the neighborhood of 
the Kuhn homestead is intense, and the 
men in the neighborhood have consti- 
tuted themselves an armed vigilance 
committee, relieving themselves by night 
and day in guarding their homes. 

Overbrook is one of the fashionable 
suburbs of Philadelphia, and Kuhn is a 
millionaire many times over. His estate 
is one of the most pretentious in Penn- 
sylvania, the house and grounds being 
valued at half a million dollars. It is 
about 12 miles from the old Ross man- 
sion in Germantown, from which 
Charlie Ross was lured by Mosher and 
Douglass in 1874. 

The letter to Mr. Kuhn was as fol- 
lows: ‘ 
You can well afford to spare $5000 

men who need the money. We need it 
and must have it: and we wish to say 
that unless you follow our instructions 
your boy, Jack, who has been trapped 

(probably meaning shadowed), will be 

taken from you and you will never see 

him again. 

You will do as we say. Get into your 
automobile yourself, Do not bring your 
chauffeur along. Drive the machine 
yourself from yor houge to the bridge 
over the Pike, and pat the packa 
with $5000 in it under a stone near the 
southern abutment.

After placing the pack- 
age where we have described you will 
re-enter your auto and return to your 
home.

“There were several reasons. In the 
first place, there were other banks to 
be examined, banks which had not been 
visited for nearly a year. The Salmon 
Bank was examined early in January. 
Out of respect to our predecessor, S. B. 
Cook, we did not desire to press the 
Salmon Bank matter.” 

He declared that the Salmon Bank 


went without examination for more 
than two years. It was not examined 
under Secretary of State Cook in 1903 
or 1904, although an inspector examined 
another Clinton bank Nov, ll, 1908, a 
month after the failure of George M. 
Casey, which heavily involved the Sal- 
mon Bank. 

Coming down to the failure of the 
bank, Mr. Cook testified as follows: 

“Barly in June, 190, rumors that 
the Salmon Bank was embarrassed came 
to our ears while Mr. Swanger and I 
were in St. Louls. We decided to inves- 
tigate and went to the Commonwealth 
Trust Co., which had some dealings 
with the Clinton Bank. 

There we met Vice-President McDon- 
ald, with whom we discussed at length 
the affairs of the Salmon Bank. Both 
Mr. McDonald and I thought the bank 
might find a way to tide over its dif- 
ficulties. A day or tywo later I went to 
Clinton and ascertained some facts in 
reference to the bank’s condition. — 

“After my return to Jefferson City, 
about June 4. I was visited by W. E. 
Owen, attorney of the bank, who re- 
quested that we defer our examination. 
His reason for this gequest was,)as he 
told m@, that the bahk had been ex- 
amined in January and to make another 
examination at that time might be apt 
to cause comment. in Clinton. He toid 
us that the bank exvected to realize 
about $300,000 from the sale of the Tebo 
Land and Cattle Co., and that every- 
thing would be ali right if we deferred 
our examination. 

“Subsequently I received word from 
Mr. McDonald in St. Louis that one of 
the bank drafts for $15,000 had gone to 
protest there. On receipt of this infor- 
mation 1 went to Clinton and closed the 
Owe bankers of Columbia, Mo., were 
introduced by the defense today. 

H. H. Banks, cashier of the Colum- 
bia Savings Institution, testified in 
regard to bank examination methods. 
He said every item in the bank 
should be carefully weighed in as- 
certaining the bank’s resources.

Side by side with the Cook editorial 
WAS a criticism of President Roosevelt, 
a Republican. for failure to proceed 
against the officials of the Santa Fe 
Railroad because of the corporation 
granting rebates to shippers. 

Judge Hinton permitted the editorials 
in question to go before the jury. 

The deposition of former Gov. Lon V. 
Stephens was then read.

Btephens asserted that the fallure of 
Examiner Bunce to discover the con- 
dition of the Salmon Bank was due to 
incompetency or favoritism.

PHILADELPHIA, June 16,—Interest 
in the abduction of Freddie Muth was 
intensified this afternoon, when it be- 
came known that the police and a pri- 
vate detective agency are in possession 
of information which indicates the ex- 
istence of an organized gang of kid- 
hapers, who have marked five or six 
wealthy Philadelphia families as victims 
of blackmail. 

Samuel Kuhn, a millionaire banker, 
admitted to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent that he is among the number. 
On June 4 he received a letter signed, 
“The Chester Trio,’ demanding that 
$3000 be deposited under the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Bridge, over the Chester 
turnpike, and ‘hat failure to heed the 
demand would result in the abduction of 
his eldest son, Jack, 9 years old. 

Instead of being frightened, Mr. Kuhn 
became enraged, and, in the hope of 
capturing the kidnapers obeyed instruc- 
tions and placed a package containing 
10 $500 bills at the point indicated. 

' He then employed private detectives 
and had the place watched. 

The local police were notified, and a 
guard was set, pufft the precautions 
were so elaborate that they defeated 
their own purpose. An examination of 
the hiding place of the money was 
made at noon today, and the package 
was still there, intact. 

A special guard of private detectives 
has been employed to guard Jack Kuhn 
and the three other younger children. 
The excitement in the neighborhood of 
the Kuhn homestead is intense, and the 
men in the neighborhood have consti- 
tuted themselves an armed vigilance 
committee, relieving themselves by night 
and day in guarding their homes. 

Overbrook is one of the fashionable 
suburbs of Philadelphia, and Kuhn is a 
millionaire many times over. His estate 
is one of the most pretentious in Penn- 
sylvania, the house and grounds being 
valued at half a million dollars. It is 
about 12 miles from the old Ross man- 
sion in Germantown, from which 
Charlie Ross was lured by Mosher and 
Douglass in 1874. 

The letter to Mr. Kuhn was as fol- 
1OWs: 


You can well afford to spare $5000 to 
men who need the money. We need it 
and must have it; and we wish to say 
that unless you follow our instructions 
your boy, Jack, who has been trapped 
(probably meaning shadowed), will be 
taken from you and you will never see 
him again. 

You will do as we say. Get into your 
automobile yourself. Do not bring your 
chauffeur along. Drive the machine 
yourself from yotr houge to the bridge 
over the Pike, and pat the package 
with $5000 in it under a stone near the 
southern abutment. You need not at- 
tempt to deceive, us, because we have ‘ 
men on watch. After placing the pack- 
age where we have described you will 
re-enter your auto’ and return to your 
home. 

The money must be in place not later 
than midnight, June 5. Should any 
harm come to one of us there will be 
two left to carry cnt the plang we 
have -laid, so it is to your interest to do 
as we ery.

OMAHA, eo.. June 16—Within the 
past tén days things have occurred to 
indicate that Wyoming is to be the the- 
ater of railroad operations during the 
next few years, and that in many places 
in the State there is to be great activ- 
ity. 9 
For weeks large parties of surveyors 
have been working in the passes and 
valleys of the mountains and in the 
valleys along the North Platte River, 
where it flows through Colorado and 
Wyoming. It now develops that these 
men, who at different times were report- 
ed to be in the employ of independent 
roads, were Burlington engineers, and 
that they are working out the plans 
for a gigantic railroad proposition. 

It is pretty generally understood that 
the Hill system, of which the Burling- 
ton is a part, will gridiron Northern 
Colorado and Wyoming with roads as 
rapidly as the lines can be constructed. 
As now developed, the plans of the 
Hill people are to construct a line from 
Lyons, Colo., northwest to a point near 
the headquarters of the North Platte.

St. Louis is well prepared to carry out 
the provisions of the bond issue ordi- 
nances which were approved by her 
citizens at the specai! election last 
Tuesday. 

fhe improving and rebuilding of elee- 
mosynary institutions, which was the 
most popular of the issues, has been 
carefully studied, and the proposais 
submitted by a _ specially empowered 
commission, will have much to do with 
ultimate action by the city. 

The extension of King’s highway as 
a handsome and imposing boulevard, and 
the improvement of that portion al- 
ready constructed was also studied by 
a group of prominent men who labored 
for weeks to acquire the best available 
information and present it to the mu- 
nicipal authorities. Comprehensive 
Plans, formulated by this body, were 

“sent to the Mayor. 

The combined appropriations settled 
upon the eleemosynary institutions ag- 
gregate $4,030,000 and that for the im- 
provement of King’s highway is desig- 
nated as $500,000. The plans of the two 
commissions, in a way, are suggestions, 
bul they are the work of representative 
citizens, who received no pay for ser- 
vice, and are the outcome of a de- 
sire to place St. Louis upon a high 
standard as a metropolis. 

Engineers and architects of the city 
departments have been detailed to work 
on these suggestions and their reports 
are expected to be completed shortly. 

The boulevard commission appoint- 
ed by Mayor Wells was composed of 
George B. Leighton, chairman: Julius 
Pitzman, secretary; John D. Davis 
Frank L. Ridgely, Charles Varrelman 
and George E. Kessler, landscape 
architect, They visited and studied 
the boulevard and park Systems of 
the principal cities in the United 
States and submitted comprehensive 
suggestions for the magnificent park 
"yy pannned for St. Louis. :

LONDON, June 
Mrs. Nicholas Longworth 
a paralyzing disappointment 
English hosts. 

They confidently expected to derive con- 
tinuous entertainment from her bizarre 
performances, which would have been 
at once amusing and flattering to the 
sritish sense of superiority. 

Imagine their amazement when, in- 
stead of the hoydenish American girl 
of the stage, lost in bewildered admira- 
tion of the splendors of London society 
and overwhelmed by the attentions of 
royalty and of England's loftiest aris- 
tocracy, they found a particularly quiet, 
perfectly self-possessed and extremely 
elegant young woman, who receives all 
the homage paid her with a sangfroid 
that could not be surpassed after gen- 
erations of training in the oldest courts 
of Europe. 

President Roosevelt's daughter is alert 
and interested, it is true, but at every 
turn she shows herself entirely to the 
manner born. Those who saw her pre- 
sentation to King Edward describe the 
situation by saying: 

“It was the meeting of equals.”’ 

Mrs. Longworth courtsied to the 
King, a court etiquette demands, but 
she was absolutely at her ease, greet- 
ing His Majesty as any intelligent 
well-bred woman meets a mag 0o 
fame and of acknowledged high posi- 
tion. But in her bearing was not the 
faintest suspicion of too much rev- 
erence or the slightest suggestion of 
forwardness. She was a lesson in 
natural democratic self-respect . to 
some Americans and to British aristo- 
crats. For in royalty’s presence the 
natural attitude of the greatest and 
oldest nobility Is far more servile 
than that of their own flunkies to 
themselves. 

Those who best know Mrs. Long- 
worth insist that her wish was to 
enjoy a quiet visit to London, to hear 
the opera, to see some plays and to 
go to two or three dinners. Instead, 
she is harried from morning until 
night by telephone messages, until 
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TREATY URGED 10 
ESTIMATE CROPS 


World Commission Desired to 
Place Valuable Information 
Before All Peoples. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Senators 
Perkins and Flint and David Lubin of 
California called on the President to- 
day to urge him to transmit to the 


United States Senate for ratification a 
treaty providing for the participation of 
the United States Government in an in- 
ternational arrangement for the estima- 
tion of the world’s crop of grain each 
year, 

Mr. Lubin, who is identified promi- 
nently with commercial and agricultural 
pursuits on the Pacific Coast project- 
ed ‘the international agricultural con- 
ference which was recently held in 
Rome, under the auspices of the King 
of Italy. The conference resulted in a 
recommendation that the nations of the 
world join in organizing a grain crop 
estimating commission which - should 
present accurate estimates of the 
world’s supply of grain from year to 
year. A protocol hag been drafted car- 
rying the idea into effect, but the ap- 
proval of the Senate is necessary to 
make effective this country’s participa- 
tion in the work. 

The President promised to take the 
matter up with Secretary Root and 
reach a determination of it as soon as 
possible. 
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now, unless the message is very im- 
portant and perscnal, Mrs. Whitelaw 
Reid answers it without’ troubling 
Mrs. Longworth about it. Some 
Americans have gone so far as to 
write notes, carefully marked “pri- 
vate” to the President’s daughter, 
asking for invitations to dinner at 
Dorchester House. It is well known 
that several American and English 
persons were self-invited guests at 
Mrs. Reid's reception Wednesday 
night, not having been bidden there 
by the hostegs. 

There was a tremendous crush at 
that reception. A throng of guests 
who arrived early and expectant 
found only the Ambassador and his 
wife to greet them. 

“Where is Mrs. Longworth?” was 
the question asked 10,000 times. She 
had gone to the opera with Mrs. 
Ridgely Carter, wife of the Embas- 
sy’s Secretary, 

Anticipation of her return at any 
moment between 11 o’clock and 2 in 
the morning, filled the baicony with 
women who stood five deep and who 
could not move back or forth. Mrs. 
Reid, standing at the head of the 
great stairway, was so crowded that 
She could not shake hands with her 
arriving guests in comfort. 

As the time passed the gallery came 
to resemble a bear garden. Women were 
nearly torn to bits in the pushing crowd. 

Mrs. Frank Mackey lost a large tur- 
quoise and diamond pendant which was 
wrenched from her neck as she tried to 
escape from the throng. And she was 
only one of several women who lost jew- 
els. Mrs. Edgar Speyer, arriving at the 
top step of the stairway, narrowly es- 
caped. being thrown backward by the 
crush of women who forgot to secure 
front places. 

But Mrs. Longworth did not appear 
until more than a third of the people had 
taken their departure, and she graced 
the assembly for so short a time that 
most of the curious did not know she 
was there at all. She was calm, serene 
and looked very well indeed. She 
wore pale yellow satin with shoulder 
straps of diamonds and diamond bows 
all down the back of her bodice. Mrs. 
Reid looked worn to a shadow, but she 
never moved from her post until 1 in 
the morning. The Ambassador deserted 
her about midnight to take the Countess 
of Orford to supper. 

The King set aside all precedents at 
Dorchester House Tuesday night and, 
out of compliment to President Roose- 
velt took Mrs. Longworth down to din- 
ner. His Majesty plainly was deeply 
interested in her and, during dinner, 
talked animatedly with her about her 
travels. He laughed heartily over her 
many amusing experiences, particularly 
her maneuvers to escape the kodak 
fiends who gina her. When the ladies 
left the. table the King conducted Mrs. 
Longworth to the door and, as she 
passed through it, bowed in the most 
courtly.fashion. During the concert His 
Majesty was particularly attentive to 
Mrs. Reid and to Mrs. Gibbons, wife of 
Lieutenant-Commander Gibbons, the 
American naval attache. 

Mrs. Longworth said she would be 
very glad to be one of the women in the 
American booth at the Waterloo Hos- 
pital bazaar yesterday. and, hearing 
this, the Duchess of Marlborough joined 
her there. In consequence of Mrs. Long- 
worth’s visit 3000 tickets were sold in 
advance. The American stall occupied 
the center of the room and a group of 
beautiful women surrounded it. 

The guests at Mrs. Bradley Martin's 
dinner to the Longworths last night 
were Mr. and Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, Mrs. 
Adair, Lord and Lady (Miss Bradley

WANT BACK MONEY 
PAID IN CUSTOMS 





Ratifying Collections by 
Military Government. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—The defeat 
of the Senate bill intended to ratify and 
confirm the act of the former military 
government of the Philippine Islands in 
collecting customs prior to March 8, 1902, 
is declared by the Chamber of Com- 
merce and leading business men at 
Manila as necessary to avert a financial 
panic. 

The commercial interests, in a cable- 
gram to the Vice-President, urge that 
appropriations be made to refund the 
amount of customs collected during 
that period named. It is estimated that 
about $4,000,000 is involved. The cable- 
gram follows: 

‘The undersigned express the hope 
that the Senate bill atteenpting the rati- 
fication of the collections of Philippine 
customs, prior to March 8, 1902, will not 
be enacted and urge Congress to do its 
utmost to expedite appropriations for 
judgments. following the test case of 
Warner, Barnes & Co. Besides the 
benefit to a large number of native Fili- 
pino claimants, the prompt payment of 
claims of British, Swiss, German and 
other claimants who were former bank- 
ers of native agriculturists, will enable 
such merchants to partially resume the 
accustomed advances on future crops, 
thereby materially relieving the agri- 
cultural depression caused by long- 
existing and increasing financial string- 
ency. Furthermore, the present taxes, 
although necessary, are admittedly 
burdensome on merchants especially. 
After causing careful consideration, our 
earnest conviction is that a prompt re- 
fund will materially relieve the present 
financia] crisis. thereby substantially 
benefiting Filipino people throughout the 
islands.”

Mr. Cummings is charged with having 
set fire to a dwelling house owned by 
Mrs. Cummings, and he will have a pre- 
liminary hearing Monday. Meantime, he 


is out under bail in the sum of $750. 
The bond is signed by R. R. Cabbum, 
& wealthy merchant anda deacon in 
the First Christian Church. 

The fire accurred on thé night of May 
27. The building is a two-story brick, 
with a frame kitchen in the rear. The 
fire started in three places, on the 
ground at the south side of the kitchen, 
near the roof on the west side of the 
kitchen and on the roof of the two-storv 
section of the house. The blazes were 
extinguished - without much damage. 
After the fire, James M. Burns, whose 
,family occupies the ground floor,-inves- 
‘tigated and found a piece of quilt sat- 
,urated with coal oi] and stuffed into the 
iburned hole in the south end of the 
‘kitchen, some oil-soaked cotton in the 
jplace near the roof and some bottles 
|containing gasoline between the ceiling 
‘and the roof of the second story. 

} The fnsurance company in which the 
house was insured refused to pay the 
claim. 

It is alleged that Rev. Mr. Cummings 
was at work papering the second floor 
of the building on the afternoon pre- 
ceding the fire and the allegation is 
that he cut a hole in the ceiling, placed 
the bottles of gasoline therein and pa- 
pered over the hole, and that he fixed 
the two, other places when he got ready 
to fire the building that night.

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NEW DEVICE FO 
TICKET SELLING 


Ingenious Invention of English- 
men Used at Polo 
Grounds. 


A revolutionary device fer ticket- 
selling, called “the checkogram,” 
which igs warranted to stop tampering 
with the returns from the sale of tick- 
ets at all places where out-of-Goor 

musements are presented, was put 
nto operation for the tirst time in 
this country at the Polo Grounds in 
New. York City last week and proved 
a great success. 

This checkogram is a mechanical 
barrier against dishonesty, accurate- 
ly counting tickets as fast as sold. It 
counts them up when they are turned 
in at the door or gate, and registers 
both sale and deposit in the managers 
Office Whether he be a 100 feet or 
miles away from both the ticket-seller 
and receiver, 

This device is the product of an En- 
glish brain. 

At the box office end, the tickets, 
made of leather board, are placed in a 
perpendicular tube at either side of the 
machine. These tubes are then locked 
and the ticket seller has no possible ac- 
cess to the tickets. A brass window de- 
vice which is in front of him in so con- 
structed that he is able to take the 
money and make change, but he ts not 
able to pass a ticket out. After making 
the the a change he draws a lever 
and the machine shoots a ticket out on 
the window ledge in front of the pur- 
chaser. The operation being somewhat 
similar to a slot machine throwing out 
gum. The moment that the foregoing 
operation is gg it is not only 
registered as a sale in the machine, but 
also in the manager's office. 

The box at the door where the taker 
of tickets receives them has a dial 
which registers when a ticket is de- 
posited. An additional electrical regis- 
ter is set up in the office of the man- 
ager, which informs him when the 
ticket purchased has been dropped in 
the box, this making it impossible for 
any co'lusion between the ticket seller 
and ticket taker, or between either of 
these and a patron; also making It im- 
possible for the holding out or passing 
back of money or tickets. 

While an Englishman invented the de- 
vice it was necessary to put it tn the 
hand of a capable man who. besides 
being a mechanical engineer, has hed 
years of experience in various box of- 
fices. He completely remodeled it to 
come up to American requirements. and 
it now is‘claimed to far excel, both in 
a gaaets and utility, the English pro-

Be not alarmed by the dictum of 
Dr. Osler that, at that age, all men 
begin to decline in usefulness and that 
“) years later they shoud be chloro- 
formed to prevent their becoming great- 
er ebstructions than aids to cliviliza- 
tion. 


Also heed not the labor leader's as- 
sertion that all men should be shot at 
45 because they cannot earn their galt 
beyond that age. 

For Uncle Sam has just collected sta- 
tistics that prove these ‘“‘knocks’’ and 
“knockers’’ are not supported by the 
facts. Like many other theories these 
don't work in practice. 

The Civil Service Commission has 
completed the compilation of figures 
relative to old age in the departmental 
service in Washington, as directed by 
the President in the latter part of 
March, and thus for the first time that 
subject of growing interest—superan- 
nuation In the governmental service—is 
removed from the field of speculation 
to that of accurate knowledge. 

Much has been said and printed on 
the number and efficiency of aged em- 
ployes in the Government service. That 
superannuation was a real and growing 
evil did not admit of controversy, but 
just to what extent it prevailed no one 
was in a position to state. It is char- 
acteristic of the President that he 
should take the logical means of getting 
at the facts. 


Numerous methods 
ployed to meet this evil. Many bills 
have ‘been prepared and introduced, 
seeking to alleviate the evil, most of 
them by some system of retirement. 
These bills have been referred to the 
House and Senate committees on reform 
in the Civil Service, where they have 
one and all been pigeonholed, largely for 
the reason that the committees had no 
accurate knowledge of the actual condi- 
tions by which to measure the feasibil- 
ity of the proposed act.

called upon for information, but the 
best they could furnish was an expres- 
sion of individual opinion. 

It was but natural that the President, 
interested in anything affecting the effi- 
ciency of the work of the Government, 
should take up this matter. At the re- 
quest of an organization of the clerks 
themselves, who were striving to frame 
a feasible plan of retirement on an al- 
lowance provided for by an assessment 
on salaries, he had prepared several 
compilations, the most notable being 
Census Bulletin No. 12, published in 
July, 1904, and containing the first tabu- 
lation and classification of data relative 
to the executive civil service of the 
United States. 


President Seeks the Truth. 

Superannuation, however, is not a 
static evil. The data contained in Bul- 
letin 42 were nearly a year old when 
published. Mofeover, no attempt had 
ever been made to measure the efficiency 
of the old clerk. Consequently the value 
of this bulletin as a guide to legislation 
designed to remedy superannuation was 
necessarily limited. At least so thought 
the -Appropriations Committee, which 
sought to compile its own data as to 
the service in Washington, and ended 
by attaching a rider to its bill, which 
provided for the dropping from the 
rolis of clerks over 70, and reducing the 
pay of those over years of age.

| departments at Washington is almost 
twenty-five thousand, while those who 
are at least 6 years of age number 16%. 
One of the first facts noted in this con- 
nection is that of this number but 127 or 
fewer than 8 per cent entered the serv- 
ice through examination, and, as 4 of 
these entered through the section of the 
Revised Statutes giving preference to 
veterans injured in the service, there 
are left but 83, or only 6 per cent, who 
were appointed through strictly com- 
petitive examination. 

As to the character of work performed

236, seven-tenths; 367, eight-tenths; 276, 
nine-tenths, while 421 are given as per- 
forming ten-tenths, or all of the work 
to be expected of the most efficient em- 
ploye. 

When combinations are made of 
quantity and quality of work performed 
it is found that 270 employes accomplish 
all the work assigned them in an “‘excel- 
lent’”” manner, 222 do work of a ‘“‘good’’ 
grade and eight-tenths of the amount 
required, and so on through all the dif- 
ferent combinations of quantity and 
quality. It will be seen that the old 
clerks are by no means all useless.

Persons, Though Uncle Sam Decides 
Only 90,000 Are “Real Thing’ 
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tended to show that the owner of the 
hair should be the owner of 160 acres of 
good land because the hair is.that of an 
Indian, or looks as if it were, at least. 

This lock of hair is accompanied by 
ar@affidavit that it was clipped from the 
head of Lucretia Simmons of Texas, 
who claims the right to an allotment in 
the Chickasaw Nation. The hair is 
tightly bound with a silk thread and at- 
tached to the record papers in the case. 
It has gone all through the devious 
ways of application that goes the regu- 
lar route and is refused. 

Among the law clerks on the commis- 
sion it is known as ‘“‘the case with the 
bunch of hair,’’ and particular attention 
is paid to the lock to see that it is not 
destroyed. It will be forwarded to 
Washington, where the Department of 
the Interior will have a chance to get 
a view of a sample of Indian Territory 
evidence. 

In the papers accompanying this case, 
and also in many others, there are 


Statements that although the applicants 
are Indians, when they went to Texas 
they did not claim Indian blood, but 
rather denied the original strain. They 
explain this by the statement that in 
Texas the whites had not much respect 
for Indians, and they feared they would 
hurt their social standing by admitting 
Indian blood. The chance to get allot- 
ments overcame these scruples tn most 
instances when the proper time came 
and in the scramble to get land social 
prestige was thrown aside. 

There are other application records 
where the applicants have inclosed their 
phographs to show that they were of 
Indian blood. One applicant, writing to 
the commission, wanted to submit proof 
of his Indian blood by sending a sample 
of blood to the commission for analysis. 
The commission declined to act as ex- 
pert analysts in this case. 

The names of applicants who claim to:

NEW YORK, June 16.—The reni

Such a negative exhibit found no 
response whatever in the stock market 
as no feature of the showing was cal- 
culated to arrest the downward tend- 
ency or afford basis for a‘decided move-~- 
ment in either direction. After pub- 
lication of the return, trading became 
dull and the general market listless 
The closing was very weak under gen- 
eral selling. 

Heavy liquidation in all the active 
shares depressed most of the specula- 
tive issues today below yesterday's 
level. The renewed liquidation was 
based largely on the news from Rus- 
sia, which accentuated the uncertainty 
here and deprived the market of even 
such professional support as is often 
provided when a serious decline is 
many cases the lowest of the week 
with exciting declines in Union Pacific, 
Reading and other active issues as the 
feature of the disturbance, 

fhe break in prices this week was the 
natural result of trying to sustain a 
fictitious price level through the adop- 
tion of expedients that were calculated 
to cast suspicion upon the movement 
from the start. The one gratifying 
feature of the performance is the fact 
that few were deceived by it outside the 
ranks of those speculators who appear- 
ed for a time to suppose that the public 
would nibble at the bait it had so often 
rejected before. For that reason the 
reiteration of the fanciful ‘‘deal’’ stories 
with the sharp bidding up of a few 
shares did not broaden the market or 
extend interest in quarters where the 
speculators had looked for support. 

The exhibition, has been suggéstive 
chiefly because of the Hight it throws 
upon current methods of speculation 
and the folly .of trying to engage a 
public in a movement for which it has 
not the slightest sympathy. Because 
the speculators were not able to shift 
their load, no one has been seriously 
hurt by the fall in prices, except the 
pools, which misjudged their market 
and may experience some inconvenience 
in meeting the demand of the banks. 

Grain Prices Advance. 

Grain—Further complaints of damage 
to coarse grains by drought in the West 
yg to advance all grain prices to- 
ay. 

Exporters are idle, their limits being 
much too low. 

Offerings were small in all 
demand was fairly active. e firmer 
tendency in wheat was mainly at- 
tributed to sympathy, with the buoyancy 
in coarse grains. Buying of corn and 
oats was stimulated chiefly by further 
complaints of crop damage, owing to 
the long drought. In some places, not- 
ably in Nebraska, the outlook is pretty 
bad, and in some cases the crop of oats 
promises to be almost a failure, This, 
it is believed, may lead to a larger cOn- 
sumption of flour. There was some talk 
of wheat having been worked in the 
West for export, but exporters were de- 
cidedly skeptical. 

While it will be several weeks yet be- 
fore definite news can be had concern- 
ing the outcome of the crops, the prom- 
ise held out by last Monday’s Govern- 
ment wheat estimate is certainly reas- 
suring. If weather conditions continue 
favorable and the damage reported this 
week from certain sections of the 
Northwest does not prove excessive 
there is reason to expect a total yield 
of nearly 700,000,000 bushels. This would 
give us the largest crop ever harvested 
with the sihgle exception of 1901, when 
all records were broken in the yield of 
748,000,000 bushels. 

It would be folly to count with cer- 
tainty upon such a harvest, since the 
crop is just entering upon the season 
when severe trials are often encoun- 
tered. But the fact that so little de- 
terioration was experienced last year in 
the interval between the June estimate 
and harvest affords ground for; hope 
that conditions during the next month 
or two may be just as propitious, with 
a total production fully equal to the 
satisfactory total of 12 months. ago. 

Cotton Quiet. 

Cotton—The cotton market was ulet 
and steadier today, with prices making 
a maximum advance of 4 to 6 points on 
some of thé next crop options, under 
the lead of October and January, on 
firmer markets abroad and continuation 
of the drought in Southern Texas, where 
rain has been badly needed for over @ 
week, while, on the other hand, the 
Augusta, Ga., district reported a rain- 
fall there of nearly four and one-quarter 
inches on top of what has been a maxi- 
mum precipitation of 3 to 8 inches in the 
Carolinas and Georgia earlier in the 
week, thus drowning out the plants In 
hat section. 
, Bear traders fought the im rovement 
in the market, but the buying today 
was of so much better class that it 
took the market beyond their immedi- 
ate control, and prices were closed firm 
within about two points of the top quo- 
tations. July. however, was something 
of a laggard here as the July option in 
New Orleans shows signs of liquida- 
tion. ‘ 

Trading here was of only moderate 
proportions, with probably less than 75,- 
000 bales dealt in during the short ses- 
sion. It is largelv a weather market, 
and sentiment will therefore continue 
to be dominated to a very great extent 
by the weather conditions as affecting 
the new crop situation and outlook. Just 
now the crop is suffering from exces- 
stve rains in the Atlantic States. and 
from drouth fn the southern half of 
Texas. and if these conditions continue 
considerable damage will result. 

Speculation in the cotton markets has 
heen confined largelv to the profession- 
al operators and trade interests through- 
out the week. Fluctuations have also 
been confired within narrow limits in 
all the markets, 

The week closed with prices vracti- 
erally unchanged from the closing quota- 
tions of last Saturday, when July sold 
at 108-5 and the other ontions ranged 
from 1.49 to 1050 from September to

FAVORS BEARS 


Week’s Developments Cause 
Moderate Liquidation of 
Speculative Accounts.

Prices on the Home Exchange 
Show Very Little 


Change.

Wall street passed through a feature- 
less week, prices moving upward and 
downward, as the manipulation for the 
advance or decline swayed the profes- 


sional traders, but closing with = the 
general range favoring the sellers. 

Market sentiment seems universally 
bearish and the wonder is that prices 
have not been forced off more sharply 
in the face of the prevailing pessimism.: 

On the whole, the general market sit-/ 
uation shows little if any change, and 
it is an open question, even in the face 
of the high level of values, whethe» the 
bull factors in the situation outggggh 
the bear, or vice versa. 

Some gelling in the latter part of the 
week followed a strong rise in grain in 
values on crop damage reports. But the 
indications are that these reports have 
been magnified for speculative pur- 
poses, and too much bear ammunition 
should not be made of them on this 
account, 

The Government crop report issued 
during the week, on authoritative esti- 
mates, indicates a wheat yield of 663,- 
650,000 bu, against. 692,979,000 bu in 1906, 
552,400,000 bu in 194 and a 10-year aver- 
age yield of 623,020,000 bu. 

These figures, if no further deteriora- 
tion takes piace, are not by any means 
a bear card, from the stock market 
standpoint. 

True, the yield of corn is still to be 
reckoned with as a factor, but up to 
the present time this crop has made 
sufficient headway, and it is a little 
early to take a pessimistic view of the 
outlook, in spite of the steady rise in 
the price of the grain. 

Money market conditions show no ad- 
verse change, and call rates remain 
easy around 3% per cent. The prepara- 
tions for the heavy July dividend dis- 
bursement may cause a slightly higher 
call rate over the latter part of the 
month, but this should be only tem- 
porary, and cause no alarm among in- 
vestors. 

The return flow of the funds sent to 
San Francisco following the earthquake 
is still on, and at the present writing 
more than a third of the total sum of 
$41,000,000 is again with the New York 
bankers. Banking interests indicate 
that at least another third should find 
its way eastward in.the next two weeks. 


Opinion Bearish. 


Opinion on the money market over the 
latter part of the year is still pessimis- 
tic, and the recent prediction of such a 
well-known banking authority as Frank 
A. Vanderlip that tight money will pre- 
vail this fall hag materially strength- 
ened this belief. 

The fact that the banking interests 
have had months to prepare for just 
such a contingency, however, and have 
imported upwards of $70,000,000 gold and 
placed many large loans in foreli cen- 
ters, makes the writer skeptica a3 to 
the correctness of Mr. Vanderlip’s 
views. And unless an extravagant bull 
speculation in securities develops the 
closing of the year may pass W th the 
strain on the money market much less 
serene than anticipated. 

Gold from the Klondike and Alaska 
will shortly be finding its way into our 
markets, and should the production of 
the Rand mines continue almost rec- 
ord breaking. These factors must have 
some bearing on the monetary situation 


in the near future. 

Another feature in the situation that 
appears to the writer is the universal 
opinion that prevails in speculative 
circles that a money stringency this 
fall is inevitable. Qn all sides one hears 
the statement that high rates must pre- 


vail. 

The public in stock market affairs, 
however, is never right in its views, 
especially when the expected develop- 
ment is to them plainly indicated for 
a long time before it arrives. 

Wall street has a way of discount- 
ing or warding off just such adverse 
future developments, and on this ac- 
count it is highly probable that the 
public is wrong in this instance, espe- 
clally as the banking interests have 
had months to prepare, to eliminate 
the possibility of a repetition of such 
a money market as was experienced 
last December. 

Outside o/ the crop and monetary sit- 
vation the market devejopments really 
eall for no comment. usiness activ- 
ity shows no signe of abating and rail- 
road earnings continue phenomenal. 

The increased dividend payments on 
two of the subsidiary companies of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad indicate a high- 
ly prosperous state of afairs in the 
railroad worki, for the company has al- 
ways maintained a conservative policy 
in its distributions to stockholders. 

Increased dividends on Baltimore & 
Ohio stock are also talked of for the 
near future. 

Local securities showed very little 
change on the week's call, Prices held 
fairly steady in the face of a light spec- 
ulative and investment demand, and the 
bank and trust list was noticeably 
quiet.

$5,000,000, in 1872 $1,000,060, in 1870 $50,000. in 185 
$5000 and in 1855 not a solitary penny. During the 
past 51 years his fortune has increased from nothing 
at all to $615,000,000. 

Rockefeller is now 66 years old. On the 8th of 
next month he will celebrate the sixty-cerenth anni-

How the impression that Mr. Rockefeller was broken down and in delicate health ever got abroad 
is more than I can tell. His health has always been excellent, and it is now. Mr. Rockefeller takes 
the very best care of his health, and, with his wealth, is able to protect himself at all times from 
the inclemency of weather and worry of business. 

It is the latter advantage enjoyed by Mr. Rockefeller that ought to, and probably will, result in 
a long life for him. Despite all reports to the contrary, he is particularly free from worry, the most

versary of his birthday. The details of his early 
struggles, his thriftiness and amazing business apti- 
tude are too well known to require repetition here. 
Besides, they belong to the past and have nothing 
to do with this article, which deals with Rockefeller’s 
future and the possible extent of his wealth by the 
time he reaches the age of 100 years. 

It has been repeatedly declared that Rockefeller is 
already a billionaire, this estimate of his fortune be- 
ing based on the value of his holding in Standard 
Oil and other interests. As a rule these estimates 


From 1905 to 1906 the natural growth of his mil- 
lions added $65,000,000 to the principal. Year after 
year at this rate the natural growth should become 
gradually larger and larger, until, when Rockefeller 
is 99 years old, the mere interest on his money should 
be $2,757 ,000,000 in one year—over four times as 
much as he is worth at the present time. 

In 1904, when Rockefeller did not have very much 
more than half a billion dollars to his name, his in- 
come was two dollars and a few cents every second 
of the day. The average man earning $2 a day can

placed in the Public Museum, where visitors 
may view with astonishment his wonderful horns 
and where old Westerners may revert to that ro- 
mantic time when the longhorn was king of the 
four-foots in the Southwest. 

“So far as I have been able to ascertain,” says 
Dr. WJ McGee, director of the Museum, “there are 
now but four living longhorns. One of these, and 
the finest specimen, I have procured for the Museum. 
The big steer is on a ranch down in the Pecos Val- 
ley of Texas, and he will be turned over to a tax- 
idermist. 

'“His horns measure six and one-half feet from tip 
to tip. He is a fine specimen of this remarkable 
steer, once plentiful in the Southwest, but now vir- 
tually extinct.” 

The Texas longhorn is, in respect to his horns, the 
most remarkable of all domestic creatures. The 
type never appeared anywhere outside of the South- 
western United States. Why it appeared there is 
a.mooted subje t. It is extraordinary that a steer 
should run to horns as the Texas longhorn did. 

“The magnificent spread of his horns has been 
the undoing of this interesting steer,” says Dr. Mc- 
Gee. “The longhorn’s strength and vitality went to 
his horns to such an extent that the steer became 
gaunt and unfit for beef. The shorthorn, with no 
gteat horns to sap his vitality, has entirely displaced 
the more picturesque steer, and within a short while 
there will not be a longhorn in the Southwest.” 

‘The evolution of the fonghorn was progressing 
rapidly when he disappeared from the range. The 
great horns were growing longer, the body was be- 
coming thinner and higher in the shoulders, and

the longhorn was becoming more and more a dis- 
tinctive type What he would become in another 
hundred years, if left on the range in that wild free 
state which developed his horrs, it is difficult to 
say. Dr. McGee rejects the suggestion that there 
would in time have been little difference between the 
longhorn and the buffalo. He admits that the long- 
horn was acquiring that height and curve of shoulder 
so highly developed in the buffalo, but he thinks the 
parallel would not have gone further. 

Had he reverted to an absolutely wild state the 
longhorn would have become one of the hardiest 
and fleetest of creatures. Able to subsist upon very 
little, long-legged, thin-bodied and born runuers, wild 
cattle of this sort might easily have become quite as 
difficult of capture as the South African gnu. 

The jJonghorn, like the mustang, was a develop- 
ment from stock brought to the Southwest by the 
Spaniards. In the 40 years from 1850 to 1890 the 
Southwestern plains were covered with them. Texas 
was one enormous range whereon the longhorn was 
king. The first American cowboys rode there. The 
first cow ponies were trained there, Texas in those 
days was the synonym for wide reaches of unfenced 
grazing lands, for myriads of long-horned cattle, 
reckless outfits of cowpunchers, fortune, ruin and ad- 
venture. 

The temperament of the longhorn was not good. 
His stampedes are famous. The cowboys dreaded 
thunderstorms, for nothing stampeded the cattle so 


quickly as lightning. Once in flight, there was no 
stopping them until they had run it out. Straight 
ahead, no matter where, into no matter what, the 
terrified cattle ran. 

The stampede virtually passed with the longhorn. 
The shorthorn, heavy and fat and short of leg, had 
no, inclination to run amuck as did the old cattle 


which made the stampede famous. 

It has been said that the loaghorn gave the Union 
the State of Texas. It was the cattie industry that 
attracted Americans into Texas when the Lone Star 
State was Mexican territory. It was cattle that kept 
them there, and when the bad enriched 
them to the point where they became mightier thon

the Mexican, they threw off the Mexican yoke and 
became a republic. 

The cattlemen used to do great things in the 
palmy days of the Texas steer. In “The Log of a 
Cowboy” and “The Outlet,” written by Andy Adams, 
a cowboy himself, one rides with the longhorn with 
an excitement and love of adventure which are due 
to the country, the cattle and the romantic atmos- 
phere, more than they are to anything extraordinary 
that happens. 

In those days the cowboys used to start from 
Texas driving a great bunch of cattle for delivery to 
the army post in the North and the Northwest. The 
long processions crawled through the Panhandle, 
through Kansas and Nebraska, and on to the forts 
in the Dakotas, in Wyoming, Colorado and Montana. 
The longhorn was a great beef to sell on the hoof, 
not so much because he was a good beef steer, for 
he wasn’t, but because he could stand the long trek 
over the plains. Like the men who punched them 
along, who held them into the proper point of com- 
pass, who sang to them at night to quiet them, who 
rode with them when they ran, and who reassembled 
them when they seattered, the longhorns were hardy 
and thoroughly Western.

One place of worship he constructed 
out of snow blocks, from which material he likewise 
made both the seats for the congregation and the 
altar. This chureh. although but a rude and tempo- 
rary structure, answered its purpose in protecting the 
worshiper@from the bitter cold and winds. 

Even more singular was the church this indefatiga- 
dle missionary erected on the desolate shore of Black- 
ead Island, Cumberland Sound. Forty sealskins sewn 
together and stretched over a framework of whales’ 
ribs constituted the walls and root, while the in- 
terior was provided with provision boxes and boards 
that aid duty for seats. 

The first place of worship ever erected at Perth, 
in Western Australia, is worthy of note, not only by

Instead of rising before the sun and spending the 
day at the hardest sort of manual! labor in the flelds 
with their “hired men,” many farm and ranch own- 
ers now act simply as directing agents. They sit in 
the house or ride about keeping general track of 
what is going on and leaving the details to the 
skilled laborers and mechanics in charge of various 
fields. 

Labor-saving machinery has not gone further in 
any other line of industry or endeavor than in farm- 
ing in the Southwest. brains” is lit-

Machines now do what it required numerous men

this plant as a parent, provided it belongs to a 
“rich” race, a new variety may be launched. 

External conditions largely influence the success of 
the experiment. But they mean merely excellent 
care, a well-tilled soil of the right nature and just 
enough of the particular kind of manure required. 
The gardener plays largely a passive part in the pro- 
duction of new varieties. To make a new character 
is impossible. This must be left to nature. As soon 
as Dame Nature has produced it, the plant bearing 
the new character may be isolated so as to prevent 
crossing with the old form, and the offspring im- 
proved by selection and cultivation. 

This theory is based upon data obtained from ex- 
periments carried on all over the world, especially at 
Amsterdam, Holland. To Prof. Hugo de Vries, the 
great Dutch botanist, who attended the Scient tic 
Congress at the World’s Fair of 1904, and who is now 
paying a second visit to America, largely belongs 
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the honor of these discoveries. 

Their truth is best proven by means of the five- 
leaved clover, of Which a number of specimens are 
now being grown at Shaw’s Garden. All of them are 
descendants of two plants of the five-leaved variety of 
the common red clover, which Prof. de Vries found 
and transplanted to his garden in 188, ‘there has 
been no trouble to keep this variety pure, and every 
year since they have been cultivated in large num- 
bers, the percentage of four and five parted leaves 
increasing year by year. 

An attempt to do the same thing for the scarlet 
clover failed. Ten years ago Prof. de Vries sowed a 
pound of seed of this species. But a few of the 
plants showed any abnormality, and while in a few 
cases’ there were plants with occasional four and 
five parted leaves, it has not been possible as’ yet to 
isolate a race which shows the abnormality to such 
an extent as does the five-leaved red clover.

cases, yet even after greater care had been bestowed 
on the scarlet clover, there was this difference. It 
was apparently because a plant cannot be forced 
to show a character which it does not possess. The 
red clover plants which were the ancestors of the 
race possessed the property to produce a large num- 
ber of five parted leaves and the scarlet clover did 
not. The one was a poor, the other a rich race. 
Four-leaved clovers are common, both among the 
red and the white varieties, but they were not chosen 
at Shaw’s Garden as the ancestors of the race. ihe 
parents were two plants found in 1889, each of which 
bore a five-parted leaf besides numerous four-parted 
leaves. They were transplated to the Botanic Gar- 
den at Amsterdam, their flowers insect-fertilized and 
the seed sown the next spring. When the second 
generation flowered four plants with the largest 
number of abnormal leaves were selected and the 
others destroyed. Each of these plants bore, on the 
average, 25 anomalous organs, and from them seed 
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for the third generation was obtained. From the lat- 


ter only plants one-third of whose leaves was four 


or five parted were chosen for seed bearers. 

But to count the number of abnormal leaves on 2 
healthy clover plant is far from easy and another 
criterion for selection was found, The oraimary 
clover seedling produces, on germination, two seed 
leaves, and shortly afterwards a first leaf, which is

The advent of tobacco into the civilized world was 
not over 250 years ago and yet it has conquered 
every nationality of the earth and every condition 
of human life. It is today the temporary solace and 
curse of 600,000,000 people.” 

In contention of her theory that flesh meat is in- 
jurious to health, Mrs. Henderson says: 

“By eating dead animals at the time of killing we 
necessarily take whatever uric acid is uneliminated. 
When the dead animal is kept any time before eat- 
ing, we necessarily eat more or less of ptomaines, 
which are products of the decomposition of flesh. We 
again run the risk of eating certain preservatives 
which are often used for embalming purposes and 
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of swallowing the germs of actual disease. ‘The 
alarming conditions of tuberculosis among cattle and 
cholera among swine have only of late years been 
understood. It is said that the liability to take 
disease is incrensed tenfold by the eating of meat, 
the habit producing more or less of blood poisoning.” 

On the killing of animals for food she says: 

“May the day soon come when the murder of our 
fellow creatures for burial in the human stomach 
will be regarded with horror. How revolting is the 
sight on a dining table, surrounded by knives and 
forks. The dissected flesh of a dead animal. A por- 
tion of his back! Of his thigh! Of his neck! Of 
his tongue! Of his heart! Perhaps the head of a 
winsome calf, with eyes half closed, mute in death, 
while the mother is lowing. Such ghoulish scenes 
better fit the bone-bedecked den of an ogre, or the 
feast of a hyena.” 

Elsewhere she says: 

“It has been said that the nineveenth century will 
be quoted for its barbarism. The man of the dram- 
shop, the tobacco apd opium dens and Mrs. Grandy 
together have brought it about.” 

Mrs. Henderson was Miss Mary N. Foote of New 
York. She has written several other books, notably 
“Practical Cooking and Dinner Giving” and “Diet 
for the Sick.” She organized the St. Louis School of 


Design in 1876. 


John B, Henderson, former Senator from Missouri, - 


is a lawyer and a native of Vitginia. He was the 
author of the thirteenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, abolishing slavery. 
Previous to his election to the United States Senate, 
Mr. Henderson served in the Missouri Legislature 
and was presidential elector in 1856 and 1860, In 
1867 he was made a special commissioner to make 
peace with the Indian tribes of the West, and in 
1875 he was the special United States attorney for 
the prosecution of the “whisky ring” of St. Louis. 
He is one of the regents of the Smithsonian Insti-

operating its own coal mines. 

A large vein of coal lies under the State Peniten- 
tiary at Lansing and the surrounding country and 
is worked by the State convicts. The entrance to 
the coal mine is within the prison walls and the men 
work in squads, with a prison guard as the boss of 
each squad. Ordinarily the service of the convicts is 
hired out to manufacturers who pay the State an 








agreed wage, usually slightly over the cost of feeding 
the prisoners, and the men in the Kansas Peniten- 
tiary who are not employed in the mines are hires 
out in this manner. 

Kaneas is the oniyv State in the Union thit works 
its convicts in coal mines. During the winter as 
many as 400 prisoners are employed underneath the 
ground in this work. Kansas has advanced 
further along the lines on which she has started than 
to the extent of supplying coal to State institutions, 
No prison coal is put on the general market, there- 
fore the State government has escaped largely the 
protests that are usually aroused when convict labor 
is thrown in competition with free labor by the 


not 
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offering of prison-made goods. 

Some controversy has been aroused in the State at 
the instigation of coal mine owners and mining com- 
panies that otherwise would have received a hand- 
some sum from supplying State institutions where 
the fuel bill is now cut down by the use of the 
State mines product, but Kansas has a habit of not 
paying much attention to interested parties when 
she goes in for a State saving. 

Gov. Folk has recently been much interested in the 
solution of problems presented by the system of con- 
tract labor in Missouri. He also gave out, during the 
recent prospective coal strike, an intimation that 
mines would be seized and operated for the benefit of 
the State were necessity to demand it. 

Persons whose interest in the subject was aroused, 


or rcreased, by that possibility have since suggested 
that it might not be inadvisable for Missouri to fol- 
low the lead of her neighbor across the border and 
acquire coal rights, not only against such a necessity 
as might be occasioned by a widespread strike, but 
for economical reasons. 

On the other hand, however, it is pointed out that 
the practice of working prisoners in the mines in 
Kansas is not entirely approved from a sociological 
and prison reform standpoint.

He is required to get out « 
stipulated amount of coal, and the opponents of the 
Kansas system say there is little or no attempt to 
temper the wind to the shorn lamb. In other words, 
the man who has come direct -from a clerkship or 
sone similar work is required to “get out” practical- 
ly as much coal as the farmer or laborer who is in- 
nured to physical labor. 

In the event that a coal miner who is used to this 
character of work should be put alongside an ordi- 
nary laborer, there would be, again, little distinction, 
if any, in the resuits required, although the experi- 
enced miner could easily mine twice as much coal as 
the laborer, equally as strong, who, perhaps, had 
never seen the inside of a coal ming. 

This causes the inexperienced man in the State 
mine to be constantly in trouble and receiving pun- 
ishment, unless he is assisted by his more experi- 
enced ‘working companion. And this assistance is 
not always given, it is claimed, without some favor 
being required in turn. 

Certain phases of conditions in the Kansas Peni- 
tentiary coa] mines that are objectionable are spoken 
of by the author of “A Kansas Inferno,” who is a 
life prisoner in the Lansing institution, as follows:

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T.. LOUIS people are now receiving copies of 
S “Regeneracion,” the Mexican newspaper that 
was raided by the police of this city, sup- 
pressed and confiscated last November. It has “risen 
from the ashes,” and being edited from 
Toronto, Canada, whither its editors and publishers 
——Juan Sarabia, Ricardo Flores Magon and Enrique 
Flores Magon—fled when they disapj;eared from St. 
Louis in January bond 
awaiting trial on a charge of libel. 

Full restitution has been made by these men to 
their bondsmen in St. Louis. A check covering the 
amount of the bond they had forfeited was sent 
here as soon after their arrival in Canada as e>om- 
munication could be had between the fugitives and 
their co-workers in Mexico. 

Sarabia and the two Magons were the head of the 
American Junta of the Liberal party of Mexico. 
The Junta was established in St. Louis after its 
members had been foreed out of Laredo and San 
Antonio, Texas, by alleged persecutions of the Mex- 
ican Government. Other members of the Junta, 
against whom no charges were preferred at the 
time of the arrest of the three men now in Can- 
ada, are still in St. Louis and keep up active com- 
munication with the refugees in the North and the 
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Liberal party leaders in Mexico. 

Antonio I. Villareal, secretary of the Junta and 
now the active head of the American organization, is 
in charge of the headquarters at 2645 Lafayette ave- 
nue. Before moving there Villareal and his assist- 
ants lived at 1752 South Eighteenth street, 
they had their printing plant. 

Manuel Sarabia, a brother to Juan Sarabia, but a 
much younger man than the refugee now in Can- 
ada, is an active assistant to Villareal. These two 
and five other Mexicans constitute the workers 
around the headquarters of the Mexican revolution- 
ary party referred to by Minister Thompson of Mex- 
ico when he telegraphed the State Department at 
Washington that the riots at Cananea, Col. Greene’s 
Mexican mining town, were the result of agitation 
from St. Louis. 

Mysterious Mexicans of polished .manners and im- 
passive countenance are constantly coming and go- 
ing between St. Louis and the border, and through 
St. Louis to cities further East or to Canada. Some 
of these are emissaries from the Liberal organiza- 
tion in Mexico to the exiled leaders in America and 
Canada, It is impossible, they claim, for communi- 
cation to be had otherwise than through personal

“Regeneracion” is being sent into Mexico under 
sealed cover in order to avoid its confiscation 
by the Mexican postal authorities. It is more 
bitterly against “Dictator Diaz,” if that is 
possible, than before it was raided last fall. 
Sarabia and the two Magons have spent between 
two and three of the past five years—the period 
during which they have been chief among the Lib- 
eral leaders—in Jail under charges of “libeling the 
Government,” or, so they assert, under no charges 
whatever. In seeking the protection of the British 
flag they believe that they have gotten far enough

Jesus Martinez Carrion, the noted Mexican car- 
toonist, who furnished cartoons for “Regeneracion” 
and other Liberal publications fathered by the pres- 
ent refugees, and who has been considered so popular 
with the people of Mexico that the Government 
dared not punish him, is reported as being now 
under daily fear of assassinatgon or of being thrown 
into prison and allowed to “mysteriously disappear.” 
His pen had been so virulent in its attacks 
on President Diaz and his immediate  sup- 
porters that his friends believe, from circum- 
stances and because of “inside information” 
they are able to get from their agents in the 
Government, that it has been decided that Carrion 
must be “gotten rid of at almost any cost.” He is, 
therefore, being urged to leave Mexico and settle in 
some other country. His friends insist that he is 
too valuable to their cause for him to take any un- 
necessary chances on becoming a martyr, and urge 
that he carry on his campaign from the safety of a 
foreign land, with almost as much effectiveness as 
while he is in Mexico, 

Carrion has persistently refused to listen to this 
counsel, claiming that it would be cowardice for 
him to leave his own country and insisting that he 
is still safe, as he has been in the past, because of 
the standing his pictures have given him with the 
common people of Mexico. 

A recent visitor from Mexico states to members 
of the St. Louis Junta, however, that he believes

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T is now believed in Mexico that the fameus 
“Treasure of Montezuma,” which disappeared 
after the defeat of Cortez’s army, has been 

found by the Mexican Government. This une. 
pected- and enormous increase of Mexican finances, 
it is believed, has made possible the recent remark- 
able progress of President Diaz’s government. With 
this immense fund, which has been missing for so 
many centuries, certain national bonds of large 
amount have been refunded, it is claimed, and in- 
stead of a deficiency occurring in the National 
Treasury, a surplus of $28,000,000 .was brought 
about. 

When Secretary of the Treasury Limantour gave 

out that Mexico was to go on a gold basis there 
was much fear of a great panic... The change of 


money standards could only be brought about at_ 


great cost, and aside from the actual expenditure 
a fictitious disturbance would naturally’ be created 
by this “tinkering with the monetary measures,” 
thought the financial, as well as the general, pub- 
lic. But the change was made. And the Govern- 
ment met its obligations. Financial peace 
reigned. There was no panic, but great and im- 
.mediate prosperity. Bankers and business men won- 
dered. Americans with great fortunes tied up in 
Mexican investments heaved a sigh of relief, 
“Where did he get it?” they asked, referring to 
Secretary Limantour’s fund for meeting all these 
expenses, and repeating another famous query, but 
in different sense. Some thought Diaz had bor- 
rowed again from abroad, but there seemed no bond 
record that foreign bankers had stood in the breach 
for the immense sum required at this critical time. 
If the~“assertion that Montezuma’s lost treasure 
has been found is true, then persons informed on 
Mexican affairs of recent date say an answer to the 
question lies in that fact. What the amount of this 
sum is, if-the treasure actually was found, is un- 


known, although circumstances and history show | 


that it must have been very great. But where it was 
found, and how, and who.-“tipped off” its location 
are questions being asked around the Mexican capi- 
tal. | 

When Montezuma died in the palace of his 
fathers the Spaniards threw his body in the street. 


There it was picked up by faithful servants and ~ 


cremated. The cist containing his ashes was then 
taken to the then reigning Emperor, Quitlahuac, who, 
thinking Montezuma had committed suicide, or- 
dered the urn thrown into the lake. 

When the Spaniards returned they sought the 
treasure which had previously been theirs. Quauhte- 
moc, who had succeeded Quitlahuac, told the in- 
vaders that the treasure had been “thrown in the 
lake.” In other words, as was the custom, it ‘had 
followed the body of Montezuma, which the Em- 
peror supposed had been thrown in the lake, ac- 
cording to Quitlahuac’s angry instructions. 

There has always been much doubt, however, as 
to whether such disposition really was made of 
Montezuma’s body. It is now claimed that proof 
has bedh established that the family slave who had 
charge of the ashes of his master deposited them in 
the imperial burying place. But here arose another 
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mystery, for nobody knew where was the location 
of this burying ground. Mexican legends and folk- 
lore, however, suggested the Rock of Chapultepec, or 
caves in that Rock, as the burial place of the an- 
cient Toltecs, whose descendants the Aztecs are be- 
lieved by many to be. 

The Spaniards paid some attention to this lengen- 


dary belief and they doubted the veracity of - 


the Aztec Emperor who asserted that the ashes of 
Montezuma and the treasure had been thrown into 
the lake. At any rate, they made some explora- 
tions on the Rock and even blasted away portions 
of it. But assuming that the treasure had really 
been hidden there, the precautions for guarding it

Having asked the question, the American set about 
answering it, He stated the belief that there were 
caves in the rock, and that for some reason they 
had been walled up, that he thought the roadbed 
had been built up from the level of the springs, and 
that the caves contained something of * sufficient 
value that it was desirable that the water should 
be kept from seeping through into them. For this 
reason, he believed, the drains had been constructed. 

Then some one told him of the folklore which 
designated the Rock of Chapultepec as-the imperial 
burial grounds, and called his attention to the story 
of the Lost Treasure of Montezuma, “There it is, 
dn those caves,” said the American. But he said it 
too loud. 

The Mexican Government heard and pricked up 
its ears. Next the Government began “prospecting.” 
A circular passage leads down from the top of the 
rock to the bottom, and at a point. close to the 
probable location of the supposed caves they began 
working a passageway. 

What they found is a mystery. No information 
was given out by the Government. None could be 
had. Men interested, not in the finding of gold, but 
in discoveries even more precious to their world— 
bearing on the ancient civilization of Mexieo— 
sought for some hint of what had been found, but 
not even a hint could they-secure. | 

Then came the sudden prosperity of the Mexican 
Treasury. Unusual projects were put on foot and 
carried through. Laudable ones they were—mobody 
accuses the Government of having appropriated the 
newly discovered treasure to any base use. But 
things have been done and are now being done by 
the Government that have puzzled financiers every- 
where and caused the question: “Where does the 
money come from?” to be asked. 

Not alone the meeting of the pressure of a 
change of money standards, nor the paying off and 
refunding of enormous indebtedness, but vast and 
varied commercial enterprises. Railroads have been 
subsidized, railroads have been built, properties pre- 
viously partly owned by the Government have been 
taken over in toto.
